Hr Birth he was a Native of this City of London, 
his Parents being Perſons in tolerable Circumſtances, 
ept him fix Years at School, where he did not learn 
as much from his Maſter, as he did Evil 
Leh his School-Fellow William Bl-wit, from whoſe 


Leſions he copied fo well that all his Education 
ignified nothing; he abſolutely refuſing when he 
came from School to go to any Employment, but 
on the contrary ſet up for a Robber when he 
was ſcarce Seventeen, but from that time to the Day 
of his Death was unſucceſsful in all his Undertak- 
ings, hardly ever committing the moſt trivial Fact, 
but he experienc'd for it, either the Humanity of the 
Mob, or of the Keepers of Bridewell, out of which or 
ſome other Priſon, he could hardly keep his Feet for 
a Month-together. He fell into the Gang of Lock, 
Miltinſon, Carrick, Lincoln and Daniel Carrel, which 
laſt, perhaps, my Readers may be deſirous to know 
what became of him; I ſhall therefore inform them 
that after Carrick and Malony were executed for Rob- 
bing Mr. Yowrg, he fled home to his native Country 
of [reland, where for a white making a great Figure, 
til he had exhauſted what little Wealth he had 
brought over with him from England, he was obliged 
to go again upon the old Mcthod to ſupply him ; 
but Street-Robbing being a very new thing at Dublin, 
it ſo alarm'd that City, that they never ceas'd pur- 
ſaing him, and one or two more 3 him; 
tilt catching them one Night at their Employment, 
they purſued Correl fo clofely, that he was oblig'd to 
come to a cloſe Engagement with a Thief-taker, ſo 
was kill'd upon the t. But to return to Blake, . 
alias Blugſtin. Being one Night out with this Gang, 
they robb'd one Mr. Clark, of eight Shillings and a 
blver hilted Sword, juſt as Candles were going to be 
| Tighted, and a Woman looking accidentally out of a 
indow, perceiv'd it, and cry'd out Thieves; Nil- 
_ kinſon fired a Piſtol at her, which (very luckily) *

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ker drawing in her Head, graz'd upon the Stone of 
the Window, and did no other Miſchief. Blake was 
alſo in the Company of the ſame Gang, when th 
attack'd Captain Langley at the Corner of Hide-Park 
Road, as he was going to the Camp, but the Captain 
behaved himſelf ſo well, that notwithſtanding they 
ſhot ſeveral Times through and * his Coat, 
yet they were not able to rob him. Not long after 
this, Wiltinſon being apprehended, Impeach'd a large 
Number of Perſone, and with them Jeſeph Blake and 
IVilliam Lock ; Lock hereupon made a fuller Diſco- 
very than the other before Juſtice Blackerby, in 
which Information there was contained no leſs than 
ſeventy Robberies, upon which he alſo was admitted 
a Witneſs, and having named //ikinſon, Lincoln, 
Carrick and Corral, with himſelf to have been the 
five Perſons who murder'd Peter Martin the Chelſea: 
Penſioner by the Park-Wall, upon which Wiltinſon 
was Apprehended, Tried and Convicted; notwith- 
ſtanding the Information he had before given, which 
was thereby totally ſet aſide ; fo that Blake himſelf 
became now an Evidence againſt the reſt of his Com- 
panions, and diſcover'd about, a dozen Robberies 
which they had committed, amongſt theſe there was 
one yery remarkable one; two Gentlemen in Hunt- 
ing Caps, who were together in a Chariot on the 
ampſ/tead-Road, from whom they took two gold 
Watches, Rings, Seals and other Things to a con- 
ſiderable Valus, Funks, alias Levee, laying his Piſtol 
down by the Gentleman all the bile e ſearch'd 
him, yet they wanted either the Courage or the Pre- 
ſence of Mind, ta ſeize and prevent their loſin 
Things of ſo great Value; not long after this, Oakey, 
Funks and this Blate, ſtopp'd 1 * Man with a 
Ank before him in Fig-Lane, and he not ſurrender- 
ing ſo eaſily as they pd, [age and Oakey beat 
him over the Head with their Piſtols, and then left 


him wounded in a terrible Condition, taking from

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one Guinea and one Penny. A very ſhort Time af. 
ter this, Tunis, Oatey, and Flood, were apprehended 
and executed for robbing Colonel Cope and Mr, 
Young of that e cp for which Carrick and 
Mulm had been before executed, Foſeph Blake being 
the Evidence againſt them, 4 f 
AFTER this hanging Work of his Companions, 
he thought himſelf not only entitled to Liberty but 
Reward; herein however he was mightily miſtaken, 
for not having ſurrendered willingly and*quietly, but 
being taken after long Reſiſtance and when he was 
much wounded, there did not ſeem to be the leaſt 
Foundation for this confident Demand ; he remain- 
ing till a Priſoner in the Foodftreet Compter, ob- 
ſtinately refuſing to be tranſported for ſeven Vears, 
but inuſting that as he had given Evidence, he ought 
to have his Liberty; however the Magiſtrates were 
of another Opinion, till at laſt procuring two Men 
to be bound for his good Behaviour, he was carried 
before a worthy Alderman of the City and there diſ- 
charged.

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were tried, and if a Number of Men had not {worn 
them to have been upon Duty at the Time the Rob- 
bery was committed, they had certainly been con- 
victed, the Evidence of the Proſecutor being direct 
and full; through the Grief of which the * elder 
Brightwell died in a Week after he was releaſed from 
his Confinement, and fo did not live to ſee his Inno- 
cence fully clear d by the Confeſſion of Bla#e. : 
A very ſhort Space after this Blake and his 
Companion Shepherd, committed the Burglary to- 
tether in the Houſe of Mr. Kneebone, where Shepherd 
getting into the Houſe, let in Bake at the back Door 
and ſtripped the Houſe of a conſiderable Value; for 
this, both Shepherd and he were apprehended, and the 
Seſſions before Blale was convicted, his Companion 
received Sentence of Death; but at the time Blake 
was taken up, had made his Eicape qut of the con- 
demned Hole. He behaved with * Impudence 
at his Trial, and when he found nothing would ſave 
him, he took the Advantage of Jonathan Mild com- 
ing to ſpeak with him, to cut the ſaid 777/7's Throat, 
a large Gaſn from the Tar beyond the Wind-pipe; 
of which Wound V languiſhed a long Time, and 
happy had it been for him if Bla#?'s Wound had 
ugh ie Fatal, for then Jonathan had eſcaped Death 

y a more diſhondurable Wound in the Throat, than 
that of a Pen-Kniſe; but the Number of his Crimes 

d the Spleen of his Enemies procured him a worſe 
Fate, whatever Mild might deſerve of others, he 
ſeems to have merited better Uſage from this Blake ; 
for while he continued a Priſoner in the Compter, 
Jonathan was at the Expence of cuting his Wound, 
allowed him Three Shillings and Sixpence a Wegk, 
and after his laſt Misfortune promiſed him a good 
Coffin, actually furniſhed him with Money to tup- 
port him in Newgate, and ſeveral good Books, if he 
would have made any Uſe of them ; but becauſe he 
freely declared to Blucſtin, there was no Hopes of

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getting him tranfported, the bloody Villain deter- 
mined to take away his Life, and was fo far from 
ſhewing any Signs of Remorſe ; when he was brought 
again to Newgate, that he declared if he had 
ht of it before, he would have provided ſuch a

Arx the time that he received Sentence, there was 
- Woman alſo condemned, and they being placed as 
uſual, in what is called the Bail-Dock at the Old- 
Bailey, Blake offered ſuch Rudeneſs to the Woman, 
© that ſhe cried cut and alarmed the whole Bench, 
All the time he lay under Condemnation, he ap- 
peared utterly thoughtleſs and inſenſible of his ap- 
hing Fate. Though from the Cutting of 
alls hraat, and ſome other Barbarities of the 
fame Nature; he acquired amongſt the Mob the 
Character of a brave Fellow ; yet he was in himſelf 
but a mean 1 1 timorous Wretch, and never ex- 
erted himſelf, but either through Fury and Diſpair. 
His Cowardice appeared manifeſtly in his Behaviour 
at his Death; he wept much at the Chapel the 
Morning he was to die ; and though he drank deeply 
to drive away Fear, yet at the Place of Execution he 
wept again, trembled, and ſhewed all the Signs of a 
timorous Confuſton, as well he might, who had 
hv'd wickedly and trifled with his Repentance to the 
Grave. There was nothing in his Perſon extraordi- 
; a Dapper, well ſet Fellow, of great Strength, 
5 Cruelty, equally deteſted by the ſober Part 
of the World, for the audacious Wickedneſs of his 
Behaviour, and deſpiſed by his Companions for the 
Villanies he committed even againſt them. He was 
executed in the 28th Year of his Age, on the 11th of

W432 HE Accounts of this Man's Gene- 
BT alogy are exceeding various, and the 
Stories of him as fictious among the 
4 Country People, as the Theft of Her- 
3 cury among the Heathens; the one 
accounted a God for his Dexterity of Pilfer- 

ing, and the other being generally reputed a Noble- 
man. I ſhall only confine myſelf to two, out of the 
ſeveral Accounts we have of this Man; in the fuſt, 
he is ſaid to be the Earl of Huntingdon, that his Fa- 
ther was Head Ranger in the North of England, 


- that his Mother was the Daughter of the Earl of. 


Warwick, that he had an Uncle named Gamuell, 
that his Father and Mo- 
ther lived at a ſmall Village, call'd Loocy, near the 
Foreſt of Sherwood, and that he himſelf was born 
in Henry the Second's Time: But in the ſe⸗ 

cond, he is ſaid, to derive his Family ab' Origine, 
from no higher Perſons than Shepherds, who for 
ſome Time had inhabited in Nottinghamſhire, in 
which County, at a ſmall Village adjacent to the, 
Foreſt of Sherwood, he was born in the Reign of 
King Henry the Second, and bred up a _— 
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but . of a licentious and wicked Inclination:

| Robbers and Outlaws, put hunſelf at their Head, 
uſe he was a Man of extraordinary Courage;

Bur we are acquainted from the former of theſe 
two Accounts, that Rabin was put to School, where 
he made a ſurprizing Progreſs in his Books, and 
could anſwer to any Queſtion put to him by his 
Maſter,” with wonderful Facility and Wit, which 
gave his Parents no ſinall Joy. And that one Chri/t- 
mas he went to ſee his Uncle Gamwell, at whoſe 
Houſe, in Company with Little Jahn (who was 
2 Servant there) he performed very unuſual Tricks 
with Cups and Balls, which won the Heart of the 
aged Gentleman fo much, that, dying not long 
after, he left Robin his ſole Heir; who now began 
to be beneficent and hoſpitable to all that 
came to fee him, relieved the Poor, and did a 
thouſand other meritorious Actions, which gained. 
him the good Will and Efteem of all about him; 
but that this open and free way of Living did not 
laſt long, for, by his Profuſion and too great Li- 
berality he run thro' the Eftite, and was obliged to 
ſupport himſelf as well he could. That he had 
Abundance of deep Reflection within himſelf, how 
to maintain his uſual Grandeur and Hoſpitality, 
which at length turned upon robbing the Rich, 
and ſhewing Kindneſs to the Poor, who were al- 
ways ſending up their Prayers to Heaven for his 
Proſperity and long Life, becauſe, if he met any 
of them, he would not only reſtrain from injuring 
or robbing them, but gave them Money; nay, 
whereſoever he heard that any were Sick — in 
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Want, he was ſure to relieve them in their neceſ⸗ 
fitous Circumſtances. 5 
By chis, he and Little Fobn (ſo called, tho 
otherwiſe of lofty Stature) were become ſworn 
Brothers; they were together in all Parties of Plea 
ſure, of Robbing, or otherwiſe ; and the firſt Ad- 
venture of ' theirs, which we have on Record, was 
formed by them and fiſteen more, on the 
Biſhop of Carliſie, who had fifty in his Retinue z 
the Account of this Matter ſtands thus: Robin 
having Intelligence that the Prelate was in his 
Way to London, met him on the South-ſide of 
Ferry-bridge in Yorkſhirez and, notwithſtanding his 
Retinue was ſo numerous, attacked him with his 
much inferiour Number, took from him eight 
hundred Marks, and then tying him up to a Tree, 
made him fing Maſs; after which he unty'd him, 
fet him on his Horſe again with his Face to the 
Tail, and in that Condition obliged him to ride to 
London, where he made heavy Complaint to the 
King of the Indignity that had been offered him;

AnoTrer Time Hind was obltged to abſcond for 
a conſiderable Time in the Country, there being 
great Enquiries made after him; during this Inter- 
val his Money began to run ſhort, and he was a 
While before he could think of a Way to re- 
leniſn his Purſe : He would have taken another 
urn or two on the Highway, but he had lived ſo 
long here that he had ſpent his very Horſe. While 
he was in this Extremity, a noted Doctor in his 
Neighbourhood, went to receive a large Sum of Mo- 
ney, for a Cure which he had performed; and our 
Captain had got Information of the Time.

other, to take away the Life of another Man, in order 
to preſerve his own; and in ſuch a Caſe the Argu- 
ment of Self-Defence can be of no Service to extenu- 
ate the Crime, becauſe he is _ purſued = es 
ſo that a Highwayman, who kills another Man, up- 
on whatever Pretence, is as actually guilty of Murder 
as a Man who deſtroys another in cold Blood, with- 
out being able to give a Reaſon fer his ſo doing. 
ind had one Morning committed ſeveral Rob- 
beries in and about Maidenbead Thicket; and

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drated Regicide, in his Coach and Six, and taken 
from him ſeventy odd Pounds. The Colonel im- 
mediatel/ procured a Hue and Cry for taking him, 
which was come into that Country before the Cap- 
tain was aware of it.

Among theſe' Hind, who had as much natural Bravery 
as almoſt any Man that ever lived, reſolved to try 
His Fortune: Cromwell was ſent by the Parliament 
into the North to intercept the Royal Family ; but in 
Spite of that vigilant Traytor's Expedition, the King 
advanced as far as Harceſter, where he waited the 
Enemies coming. 467 L% 
Oliver came to M orcgſter ſoon after, and the Con- 
ce of the two Armies was a very fierce and 
bloody Battle, in which the Royaliſts were defeated ; 
Hind had the good Fortune to eſcape at that Time, 
and came to London, where he lodged with one Mr. 
Denzie, a Barber, over-againſt St, Dun/tan's Church 
in Fl:et-ftreet, and went by the Name of Brawn : 
But Providence had now ordered that he ſhould no 
longer purſue his Extravagancies, for he was diſ- 
covered by a very intimate Acquaintance. It muſt 
be granted that he had ſufficiently deſerved the Stroke 
of Juſtice, but there yet appears ſomething ſoſhock- 
ing in a Breach of Friendſhip, that we cannot help

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before the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, who 
then lived in Chancery-Lane, and after a long Exami- - 
nation, was committed to Nezogate, and loaded with 
Irons. He was conveyed to Priſon by one Capt. 
Compton under a ſtrong Guard, and the Warrant for 
his itment commanded, that he ſhould be kept 
in cloſe Confinement, and that no body ſhould be 
admitted to ſee him without Orders. 

O Friday the 12th of December, 1651, Captain 
ames Hind was brought to the Bar of the Seſſions 
ouſe in the Ol⁴ Bail, and indicted for ſeveral 

Crimes, but nothing being proved againſt him that 
could reach his Life, he was convey'd in à Coach 
from Newgate to Reading in Berkſhire, where on the 
firſt of March, 1651, he was arraigned before Judge 
Warburton, for killing one Gearge Sympſon at Knoles 
à ſmall Village in that County: The Evidence here 
was very plain againſt him, and he was found Guilty 
of Wiltul Murder; but an Act of Oblivion being 
iſſued out the next Day to forgive all former Of- 
fences but thoſe againſt the State, he was in great 
Hopes of ſaving his Life ; till by an Order of Coun- 
7a he was removed by Habeaz Corpus to //7rce/ter 
ail, | ) 
AT the Beginning of September, 1652, lie was 
condemn'd for High Treaſon, and on the 24th of 
the ſame Month he was drawn, hang'd, and quar- 
ter d, in Purſuance of the ſame Sentence, being 
thirty-four Years of Age. At the Place of Executi- 
on he declared, that moſt of the Robberies, which 
he had ever committed, were upon the Republican 

Party, of whoſe Principles he profeſſed he always had 

an utter Abhorrence ; He added, That nothing 

troubled him ſo much as to die before he ſaw his 

Royal Maſter eſtabliſhed ow his Throne, from which

Major Jact was a merry, facetious, pleaſant 
Boy, and had ſomething of a Gentleman in him ; he 
had # true manly Courage, fear'd nothing ; and yet, 
if he had the Advantage, was the moſt compaſlio- 
nate Creature alive, — (ban nothing but Honeſty 
to have made him an excellent Man: He had learn d 
to Write and read very well, as you will find in the 
Proceſs of this Story.

Soo after this, we: walk'd out again, and then 
we tried our Fortune in the Places by the Exchange a I 
ſecond Time. Here we began to act ſeperately, and 0 
J undertook to walk by myſelf; and the firſt Thing 
I. did accurately, was a Trick I play'd, that argued 
ſome Skill for a new Beginner; for I had never ſeen 
ariy Buſineſs of that Kind done before; I ſaw two 
Gentlemen mighty eager in Talk, and one pulled 
out 2 Pocket-Book two or three Times, and then 
ſlipt it into his Coat Pocket again, and then out it 
came again, and Papers were taken out, and others 
put in, and then in it went again, and ſo ſeveral 
Times, the Man being ſtill warmly engaged with 
another Man, and two or three other ſtanding hard 
by them; the laſt Time he put his Pocket- Book 
into his Pocket with his Hand, and the Book lay End- 
Way, reſting upon ſome other Book, or ſomething 
elſe in his Pocket, ſo that it did not go quite down, 
but the Corner of it was ſeen above his Pocket; 
when-ſeeing the Book paſs and repaſs, I bruſhed 
ſmoothly, but cloſely by the Man, and took it clean 
away, and went diretly into Moor fields, where my 
Fellow Rogue was to meet me, It was not long be-

This, however, was not 
fo clean carried, but the Neighbours were alarm'd, 
the Rogues purſued, and being at London with the 
Booty, one of them was taken; but Will being a 
dexterous Fellow, made his Eſcape with the Money 
and Plate. He knew nothing that one of his Com- 
rades were taken, and that they were all fo cloſely 
purſued that every one was obliged to ſhift for him- 
ſelf. He happened to come Home in the Evening, 
as good Luck then directed him, juſt after Search had 
been made for him by the Conſtables, his Companion 
who was taken having upon Promiſe of Favour, and 
to ſave himſelf from the Gallows, diſcovered his Con- 
federates; and Will among the reſt, as the principal 
Party in the whole Undertaking ; he got Notice of 
it, and left all his Booty at my Lod ings, hiding it in 
an old Coat that lay under my Bed, eaving Word 
he had been there, and had left the Coat he had bor- 
rowed of me, under my Bed. I knew not what to 
make of it, but went up Stairs, and finding the Parcel 
was ſurprized to ſee wrapped up in it above a hundred 
Pounds in Plate and Money, and heard nothing of 
Brother Will, as he called himſelf, for three or four 
Days, when we ſold the Plate after the Rate of Two 
* lings per Ounce, to a Pawn- Broker near Cloth- 
ar. 

ABouT two Days afterwards, going upon the 
Strole, who ſhould I meet but my former Brother, 
Capt. Fack, when he faw me, he came cloſe to me, 
in his blunt Way, and ſays, Do you hear the News ? 
I aſked him what News. He told me, my old 
© Comrade and Teacher was taken, and that Morn- 
© ing carried to Newgate; that he was charged with 
ta Robbery and Murder, committed ſomewhere be- 
© yond Brentford; and the worlt was, he was im- 
peached. thanked him for his Information, and 
for that Time parted; but was the very next Morn- 
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ing ſurprized, when croſſing Rag-Fair, J heard one 
call Fack; I looked behind me, and immediately ſaw 
three Men, and after them a Conſtable, coming to- 
wards me with great Fury; I was in a great Surprize 
and ſtarted to run, but one of them clapped in upon 
me, and got hold of me, in a Moment the reſt ſur- 
rounded me, and told me they were ta apprehend a 
known Thief, who went by the Name of one of the 
three Facks of Rag-Fair; for that he was charged 
ypon Oath, with having been Party in a notorious 
Robbery, Burglary, and Murther, committed in ſuch 
a Place, and on ſuch a Day. 

Nor to trouble the Reader with an Account of 
the Diſcourſe that paſt between the Juſtice, before 
whom I was carried, and myſelf, I ſhall, in brief, 
inform him, that my Brother Capt. Zack who had 
the Forwardneſs to put it to me, whether I was a- 
mong them or no, when in Truth he was there 
himſelf, had the only Reaſon to fly, at the fame 
Time that he adviſed me to ſhift for myſelf ; ſo that 
I was diſcharged, and in about three Weeks after my 
Maſter and Tutor in Wickedneſs, poor Will, was 
executed for the Fact. 

I HAD nothing to do now but to find out the 
Captain, though not without ſome Trouble ; I at 
laſt got News of him, and told him the whole Story, 
He preſently diſcover'd by his Surprize, that he was 
guilty, and after a few Words more told me, it was 
all true, that he was in the Robbery, and had the 
pany Part of the Booty in Keeping ; but what to 

o with it, or himſelf he did not know; but thought 
of flying into Scotland, aſking me, if I would go 
with him ? I conſented, and the next Day he ſhewed 
me twenty-two Pounds he had in Money. I honeſt- 
ly produced all the Money I had left, which was up- 
wards of ſixteen Pounds, We ſet out from London 
on Foot, and travelled the firſt Day to Ware; for 
he had learn'd ſo much of the Road, that our Way 
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lay thro' that Town; from Ware we travelled ta 
Cambridge, though that was not our direct Road: 
The Occaſion was this, in our Way through Pucke- 
ridge, we baited at an Inn, and while we were there 
a Countryman came and hung his Horſe at the Gate, 
while he went to drink : We fat in the Gate-way, 
having called for a Mug of Beer, we drank it up; 
we had been ere, to the Oſtler about the Way to 
Scotland, and he bid us aſk the Road to Royſton; but 
ſays he, there is a Turning juſt here a little farther, 
= muſt not go that Way, for that goes to Cam- 
ridge. | 
We had paid for our Beer, and fat, at the Door 
only to reſt us, when on the ſudden comes a Gentle. 
man's Coach to the Door, and three or four Horſe- 
men rode into the Yard, and the Oſtler was obliged 
to go in with them; ſays he, to the Captain, young 
F Man, pray take hold of the Horſe ;* meaning the 
Countryman's Horſe I mention'd above, and take 
him out of the Way that the Coach may come. up, 
He did fo and beckaned me to follow him. We 
walk'd together to the turning; fays he to me, Do 
© you ſtep before, and turn up the Lane,” and in a 
few Minutes he was got upon the Horſe and at my 
Heels, and bidding me get up and take a Lift, * 

-I MADE no Difficulty of doing ſo, and away we 
went at a good round Rate, having a ſtrong Horſe 
under us; we ſuſpected the Countryman would fol- 
low us to Roy/ton, becauſe of our Directions from the 
Oſtler; ſo that we went towards Cambridge, and 
went eaſter after the firſt Hour's riding, and coming 
thro' a Town or two, we alighted by Turns and 
did not then ride double ; but by the way picked a 
couple of good Shirts off a Hedge, and that Erenin 5 


ot ſafe to Cambridge, where the next Day I bought 
| Horſe for myſelf ; and thus equipped, we jogged on 
through ſeveral Places, till we got to Stamford in 
Lincolnſhire, where it was impoſſible to reſtrain my 
e Captain 
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Captain from playing his Pranks, even at Church, 
where he went, and placed himſelf fo near an old 
Lady, that he got her Gold Watch from her Side 
unperceived, and the ſame Night we went away by 
Moon-light ; after having the Satisfaction to hear 
the Watch cried, and ten Guineas offered for it 
again; he would have been glad of the ten Guineas 
inſtead of the Watch, but durſt not venture to ca 
it Home. We went through ſeveral other Places, 
ſuch as Granthant, Newark, and Nottingham, where 
we play'd our Tricks; but at laſt we got fafe to. 
Edinburgh without any Accident but one, which 
was croſſing a Ford, the Captain was really in Dan- 
er of drowning, his Horſe being driven down by the 
tream, and fell under him; but the Rider had a 
Proverb on his Side, and got out of the Water. 

Ar Edinburgh we remained about a Month, when 
on a ſudden my Captain was gone, a Horſe and all, 
and I knew nothing what was become of him, nor 
did I ever ſee or hear of him for eighteen Months 
after, nor did he ſo much as leave the leaſt Notice. 
for me, either where he was gone, or whither he 
would return to Edinburgh or no; I took his leavi 
pf me very heinouſſy, not knawing what to do wi 
myſelf, being a Strange in the Place; and on the 
other Hand my Money abated apace too ; I had for 
the moſt Part of this Time my Horſe upon my Hands. 
to keep, and as Horles yield but a forry Price in Scot» 
land, I found no Opportunity to ſell him to any Ad- 
rag However, I was at laſt forced to diſpoſe of 

im. : 

BxinG thus eaſed of my Horſe, and having no- 
thing at all to do, I began to conſider with myſelf 
what would become of me, and what I could turn 
my Hand to; I had not much diminiſhed my Stock 
of Money, for though I was all the Way ſo wary, 
that I would not join with my Captain in his deſpe- 
rate Attempts ; yet, I made no Scruple to live at his 
Expence. In the next Place, I was not ſo anxious

about my Money running low, becauſe I had e 
A Reforve, by —— — ninety Pounds 2 
Friend's Hands at London; but ſtill I was willing to 
ere ſome Employment for a Livelihood, I was 

of the wandering Life I had led, and reſolved to 
be a Thief no more, but ſtuck cloſe to Writing 
and Reading for about ſix Months, till J got into 


the Sexvice of an Officer of the Cuſtoms, who im- 


ploy'd me for a Time; but as he ſet me to little, but 
and repaſs between Leith and Edinburgh, leaving 
me to live at my own Expence, till m ian be- 
came due, I run out the little Money I had left in 
Cloaths and Subſtance ; and befare the Year's End, 
when I was to have twelve Pounds, Engliſb Money, 


my Maſter was turned out of his Place, and which 


was worſe, having been charged with ſome Miſap- 
plication, was ob iged to take Shelter in England; ſo 
that we that were Servants, for there were three of 
us, were left to ſhift for ourſelves, This was a hard 
Cafe for me in a ſtrange Place, and I was reduced 
7 for to the laſt Extremity. I might have gone for 
gland, an Engliſh Ship being there, the Maſter 
proffered to take my Ward for ten Shillings till I got. 
there ; but juſt as I was upon going, Capt. Jac ap- 
I — how he left me, and that I ſaw 
him no more for eighteen Months ; his Ramble and 
Adventures were many in that Time, he went ta 
Glaſgow, played ſeveral Pranks there, eſcaped almoſt 
miraculouſly the Gallows, got over to Ireland, wan- 
dered about there, turn'd Rapparee, did ſome villain- 


cus Things there, efcaped from Londonderry over ta 


the H:ghlands, and about a Month before I was left 
deſtitute at Leith my Maſter, noble Capt. Fack 
game in there, on board the Ferry-boat from Fife, 
being after all his Adventures and Succeſſes, ad- 


yanced to the Dignity of . Foot Soldier in a Body of

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— rais'd. in the North for the Regiment of 
Douglas. i 
Arena my Diſaſter, being reduc'd almoſt as low 
as Fack, I found no better Shift before me, at leaſt 
not for the preſent, than to enter myſelf a Soldier 
too, and thus we were tank'd together, with each 
of us a Muſket upon our Shoulders; I was extreme- 
8 with the Life of a Soldier, for I took the 
Exerciſe naturally, that the Serjeant who tau 
us to handle our Arms ſeeing me fo ready at it, aſk'd 
me, if I had not d Arms before? I told him no; 
at which he ſwore, though jeſting, they call you Co- 
lonel, ſays he, and I believe you will be a Colonel, 
or you muſt be ſome Colonel's Baſtard, or you would 
never handle your Arms as you do at once or twice 
ſhewing. Whatever was my Satisfaction in that 
Part, yet other Circumſtances did not equally concur 
to make this Life ſuit me; for after we had been 
about ſix Months in this Figure, we were inform'd 
that we were to march for England, and be ſhipp'd off 
at Newcaſtle, or Hull, to join the Regiment in Fan- 
ders; Poor Capt. Jack's Caſe was particular, he durſt 
not appear publickly at Newca/ile, as he muſt have 
done had he march'd with the Recruits. In the next 
Place, I remember'd my Money in London, which 
was almoſt 1001. and if that had been aſk'd all the 
Soldiers in the Regiment, which of them would go 
to Flanders a private Centinel, if they had 1007. in 
their Pockets, I believe none of them would have an- 
fwer'd in the Amrmative. 
TukEsx two Circumſtances concurring, I began to 


be very uneaſy, and very unwilling in my Thoughts 


to go over into Flanders a poor Muſketeer, to be 

knock'd on the Head for 35. Gd. a Weck: While I 

was daily muſing on the Hardſhip of being ſent away 

as above, Capt. Vac comes to me one Evening, and 

aſk'd me to take a Walk with him into the Fields, 

for he wanted to ſpeak to me; we walk'd gs 
| all 
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und talk!d ſeriouſly of the Matter, and at laſt coti⸗ 
cluded to deſert that very Night: The Moon affor2 
ded a good Light, and Fack had got a Comrade with 
Him thoroughly acquainted with the Way croſs the 
Tweed, and when he arrived there we were on Engliſh 
Ground, and ſafe enough; from thence we propos'd 
to get to Newea/?le, and get ſome Collier Ship to take 
us in and carry us to London. 
ABOUT half an Hour paſt Eight in the Morning 
we reach'd the Tweed, and here we overtook two 
more of the ſame Regiment, who had deſerted from 
Haddingtoton, where another Part of the Recruits 
were quartered, Thoſe were Scotchmen and very 
poor, — not one Penny in their Pockets; and 
when they ſaw us, who = knew to be of the ſame 
Regiment, they took us to be Purſuers, upon which 
they ſtood upon the Defence; having their Regimental 
Swords on, as we had alſo, but none of the Mowing 
or Cloathing, for we were not to receive the Clothes 
till we came to the Regiment in Flanders. It was 
not long before we made them underſtand that we 
were in the ſame Condition with themſelves, and fo 
de became one Company. Our Money was ebb'd 
very low, and we contriv'd to get into Newca/tle in 
the Duſk of the Evening, and even then durſt not 
venture into the publick Parts of the Town, but made 
down towards the River below the Town. Here 
we knew not what to do with ourſelves; but guided 
by our Fate, we put a good Face upon the Matter, 
went into an Alehouſe, fat down and called for a 
Pint of Beer. | | | 
Tus Woman of the Houſe appear'd very frank 
and entertain'd as chearfully ; ſo we at laſt told her 
our Condition, and aſk'd her if ſhe would not help 
us to ſame kind Maſter of a Collier, who would give 
us a Paſſage to London by Sea: The ſubtle Devil 
who immediately found us proper Fiſh for her Hook, 
gave us the kindeſt Words in the World, and told

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us ſhe was heartily ſorry ſhe had not ſeen us one Da)

Ws begg'd of her to ſend to his Houſe, for 
knew not what to do.z. for as we had no Money, 
we had no Lodging, and wanted nothing but to 
on Board: We look d upon this as a mighty Favour 
that ſhe ſent to the Maſter's Houſe, and to our greater 
oy, {he brought us Word, about an Hour after, that 
e was not gone, and was at a Tavern in the Town, 
whither his Boy had been to fetch him; and that he 
had ſent Word he would call there in his way Home; 
This was all in our Fayour, and we were extremely 
pleas'd with it. In about an Hour he comes into 
the Room to us, Where are theſe honeſt Gentle- 
men Soldiers, ſays he, that are in ſuch Diſtreſs ? We 
all ſtood up and paid our Reſpects to him. Well 
Gentlemen, ſaid he, and is all your Money ſpent ?,

Tus I got to be a Planter, and encouraged by a 
kind Benefactor, that I might not be wholly taken 
up with +: Bw} eee. he gave me freely with 
out any Conſideration, one of his Negroes; named 
Mauchat, whom I always eſteemed;; belides, this, he 
ſent me two Servants more, a Man and a Womans 
but theſe he put to my Account as above, AMauchat 
and theſe two immediately fell to work for me ; they 
began with about two Acres of Land which had but 
little Timber on it at firſt, and moſt of that was cut 
down by the two. Carpenters that built my Houſe, 
It was a great Advantage to me that I had ſo bounti- 
ful a Maſter, ' who help'd me out in every Caſe; for 
in this very firſt Year, I received a tertible Blow; 
having ſent a large Quantity of Tobacco to 2 
9 * at Landon, by my _ Maſter's Direction, 
which arrived ſafe there, the Merchant was ordered 
to make the Return in a ſorted Cargo of Goods for 
me, ſuch as would have made a Man of me all at 
once, but to my inexpreſſible Terror and; Surprize, 
the Ship was caſt away, and that juſt at the Entrance 
into the Capes, that is to ſay, the Mouth of the Bay; 
ſome of the Goods were recovered but ſpoiled. — 
ſhort, nothing but the Nails, Tools, and Iron- work 
were good for any Thing; and tho“ the Value of 
them was very conſiderable in proportion to the reſt 
yet, my Loſs was irreparably: great; and indeed the 
Greatueſs of the Loſs conſiſted in its being irreparable. 
© I was perſectly aſtoniſhed at the firſt News of the 
Loſs, knowing that'I was in Debt to my Patron or 
Maſter fo much, that it muſt be ſeveral Years before 
I ſhould recover it, and as he. brought; me: the bad 
0 1 ews 
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- News himſelf, he perceived my Diſorder ; that is to 
fay, he faw I was in the utmoſt Confuſion, and a 
Find of Amazement, and ſo indeed I was, becauſe I 
was ſo much in Debt; but he ſpoke chearfully to 
me, Come, ſays he, do not be diſcouraged, you 
© may make up the Loſs. No, Sir, ſays I; that neyer 
ran be, for it is my all, and I ſhall never be out of 
Debt. Well, he, you have no Creditor, how- 
< ever, but me, and now remember I onee told you I 
would make a Man of you, and I — dif» 
point you for this Diſaſter. I thank'd him, and did 
it with more Ceremony and Reſpect than ever, be- 
vauſe I thought myſelf more under the Hatches than 
T was before : But he was as good as his Word, for 
he did not baulk me in the leaſt, of any Thing I 
Wanted; and as I had more Iron- work ſaved: out of 
che Skip in Proportion than I wanted, I ſupplied him 
With ſome Part of it, and took up ſome Linen and 
Cloaths; and other neceſſaries from him in Exchange, 
and now I began to encreaſe viſibly; I had a large 
Quantity of Land cured, that is, freed from Timbe 
and a very good Crop of Tobacco in View, and 


» 


p*t three Servants'more, and one Negro; ſo that I 

d five white Servants, and two Negroes ; and with 
this my Affairs went very well on: The firſt Year, , 
andeed, I took my Wages or Salary of 300. a Lear, 
becauſe I wanted it very much, but the ſecond and 
third Year I reſolved not to do it, but to leave it in 
my Benefactor's Hands, to clear off the Debt I had 
Arx the ſame Time my Thoughts dictated to me, 
that thoꝰ this was the Foundation of my new Life, 
yet that this was not the Superſtructure, and that I 
might ſtill de born for greater Things than theſe; 
that it is Honeſty and Virtue alone that made Men 
Rich and Great, and gave them Fame, as well as 
Figure in the World, and that therefore, I was to lay 
my Foundation in theſe, and expect what might — 
CHEFS b * ow 
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low in Time. To help theſe Thoughts, as I had 
learned to Read and Write when I was in Scotland ; 
ſo I began now to love Books, and particularly I had 
an 8 of reading ſome very conſiderable 
ones, ſome of which I bought at a Planter's-Houſe 
who was lately dead, and his Goods fold, and others 
I borrowed ; I conſidered my preſent State of Life to 
be my meer Youth, tho' I was now above 30 Years 
old, becauſe in my Youth I had learned nothing ; and 
if my daily Buſineſs, which was now great, would 
have permitted, I would have been content to have 
ne to School ; however, Fate, which had ſomething 
elſe in Store for me, threw an Opportunity into my 
Hand,.namely, a clever Fellow that came over a 
tranſported F. elon from Briſtol, and fell into my 
Hands for a Servant, He had led a looſe Life that 
he 5 and being driven to Extremities, 
took to the Highway, for which if he had been 
taken, he would have been hanged; but falling into 
ſome low pria d Rogueries afterwards, for want of 
Opportunity for worſe, was catched, condemn'd, and 
tranſported, and, as he ſaid, was glad he came off ſo. 
He was an excellent Scholar, and I perceiving it,  . 
aſked him one Time, If he could give a Method 
© how I might learn the Latin Tongue? He ſaid 
© ſmiling, Yes, he could teach it me in three Months, 
© if I would let him have Books, or even without 
© Books, if he had Time. I told him, a Book would 
become his Hand better than a Hoe, and if he 
© would promiſe to make me underſtand Latin enough - 
© to read it, and underſtand other Languages by it, I 
* would eaſe him of his Labour which I was obliged 
© to put him to, eſpecially if I was aſſured that he 
© was fit to receive that Favour of a kind Maſter'. In 
ſnort I made him tome, what my kind Benefactor made 
me to him, and from him] gained a Fund of Know- 
ledge infinitely more valuable than the Rate of a Slave, 
which was what I paid fordt; but of this he reaſter. 
© Ix this Poſture I went on for 12 Years, and was 
very 
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very ſucceſsful in my Plantation, and had gotten, by 
means of my Maſter's Favour, who now I called m 
Friend, a Correſpondent in London, with whom 
traded ; ſhipped over my Tobacco to him, and re- 
ceived European Goods in Return, ſuch as I wanted 
to carry on my Plantation, and ſufficient to ſell to 
others alſo; in this Interval, my Friend and Bene- 
factor died, and I was left very diſconſolate for the 
Loſs, for it was a great Loſs to me; he had been a 
Father to me, and I was like a forſaken Stranger 
with him, tho' I knew the Country and the Trade 
too well enough, and had for ſome Time chiefly 
carried on his whole Buſineſs for him, yet I ſeem'd 
now at a Loſs, my Councellor and my chief Supporter 
was gone, and I had no Confident to communicate 
myſelf to on all Occaſions as formerly, but there 
was no Remedy. I was however, in a better Con- 
dition to ſtand alone than ever; I had a very large 
Plantation, and had near 70 Negroes, and other 
Servants. _ 2 | 
Now I looked as one buried alive in a remote Part 
of the World, where I could fee nothing at all, and 
hear but little of what was ſeen, and that little not till 
at leaſt half a Year after it was done, and ſometimes 
a Year or more. In a Word, the old Reproach 
often came in my Way, namely, that even this was 
not the Life of Onan However I now began 
to frame my Thoughts for a Voyage to England, - 
reſolving then to act as I ſhould ſee Cauſe, but with 
a ſecret Reſolution to ſee more of the World if 
poſſible, and realize thoſe Things in my Mind, 
which I had hitherto only entertained remote Ideas 
of, by the Help of Books. . 
Ir was three Years after this, before I could get 
Things in Order, fit for my — the Country. In 
this Time I delivered my Tutor from his Bondage, 
and would have given him his Liberty, but to my 
great Diſappointment, I found that I could not em- 
power him to go to England till his Time was 5 
f 5 pired 
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pired, according to the Certificate of his Tranſpor- 
tation, which was regiſter d; ſo I made him one of 


my Overſeers, and m_ raiſed him gradually to a 
a 


Proſpect of Living in the fame Manner, and by the 
like Steps, that my Benefactor raiſed me, only that I 
did not aſſiſt him to enter upon Planting for himſelf, 
as I was aſſiſted, neither was I upon the Spot to do 


it ; but this Man by his Diligence and honeſt Ap- 


plication, delivered himſelf even unaſſiſted, any far- 


ther than by making him Overſeer, which was only 
a preſent Eaſe and . from the hard Labour 
and Fate which he endured as a Servant. However, 
in this Truſt he behaved fo faithfully, and ſo dili- 
gently, that it recommended him in the Country, and 
when I came back I found him in Circumſtances ve 
different from what I left him in ; beſides, his being 
my principal Manager for near 20 Years, as you 
ſhall hear in its Place. 

I was now making Proviſion for my going to Eng- 
land, after having ſettled my Plantation in ſuch Hands 
as was fully to my Satisfaction ; my firſt Work was, 


to furniſh myſelf with ſuch a Stock of Goods and 
Money as might be ſufficient for my Occaſions | 


abroad, and particularly, might allow to make large 
Returns to Maryland, for the Uſe and Supply of all 
my Plantations ; but when J came to look nearer 
into the Voyage, it occurr'd to me that it would not 
be prudent to put my Cargo all on board the ſame 
Ship that I went in : So I ſhipp'd, at ſeveral Times, 
five hundred Hogſheads of Tobacco in ſeveral Ships 
for England, giving Notice to my Correſpondent 
in London, that I would embark about ſuch a Time 
to come over myſelf, and order'd him to inſure for a 
conſiderable Sum proportion'd to the Value of my 
Cargo. | 

* two Months after this, I left the Place 
and embark'd for England, in a ſtaut Ship carrying 
24 Guns, and about boo Hogſheads of Tobacco, 
and we left the Capes of Virginia on the firſt of Au- 
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.. We had a very four and rough Voyage for the 
Fortnight, though it was in a Seaſon fo gene- 

rally noted for 8 Weather. We met with a 
Storm, and our Ship was greatly d d and ſome 
Leaks we had, but not. ſo bad but by the Diligence 
of the Seamen they were ſtop'd; after which, we 
had tolerable Weather and a good Sea, till we came 
into the Soundings, for ſo they call the Mouth of the 
Britiſh Channel. In the grey of the Morning a French 
Privateer of 26 Guns, appear'd, and crowding after 
us with all the Sail they could make. Our Cota 
exchang'd a Broad-ſide or two with them, which was 
terrible Work to me; for I had never ſeen ſuch be- 
fore, the Frenchman's (guns having rak'd us, and 
kill'd and wounded fix of our Men: In ſhort, 
after a Fight long enough to ſhew us that if we 
would not be taken, we muſt reſolve to fink by her 
Side, for there was no Room to expect Deliverance, 
and a Fight long enough to ſave the Maſter's Credit, 
we were taken, and the Ship carried away for St. 
Malo's. I had, however, beſides my being taken, 
the Mortification to be detain'd on board the Cruiſer, 
and ſeeing the Ship I was in mann'd with Frenchm 
ſet Sail from us. I afterwards heard that ſhe was re- 
taken by an Engliſb Man of War, and carried intg 
* Portſmouth, 

IE Rover cruis'd abroad again, in the Mouth of 
the Channel, for ſome Time, and took a Ship richly 
laden, bound homeward from Jamaica, this was a noble 
Prize for the Rogues, and they haſtened away with 

her to St. Malo's, and from thence I went to Bour- 
deaux, where the Captain aſk'd me, © If I would be 
© deliver'd up a State Priſoner get myſelf exchanged, 
© or pay 300 Crowns?” I deſir d Time to write to 
wy orreſpondent in England, who ſent me a Letter 
of Credit, and in about fix Weeks I was exchang'd 
for a Merchant Priſoner in Plymouth, I got Paſlage 
from hence to Dunkirk, on board a French Veſlel, 
and having a Certificate from the Intendant of Bour- 


deaux,

Laux, I had a Paſs-port given me to go into the 
Spaniſh Netherlands, and io whither I pleas d; I 
went to Ghent, afterwards to Newport, where I took 
the Packet-Boat and came over to Ingland, landing 
at Deal inſtead of Dover, the Weather forcing us 
into the Dotuns. When I came to Landon, I was 
very well receiv'd by my Friend to whom I had con- 

n'd my Effects; for all my Goods came ſafe to

Hand, and my Overſeers I had left behind had ſhip'd- 


at ſeveral Times 400 Hogſheads of Tobacco, to 


my Correſpondent in my Abſence; ſo that I had 


about a 1000. in my Factor's Hands, and 200

AD nothing to do now but entirely to conceal 


myſelf from all that had any Knowledge of me be- 
fore, and this was the eaſieſt Thing in the World to 


do, for I was grown out of every body's Knowledge, 


and moſt of thoſe I had known were grown out of 
mine: My Captain who went with me, or rather 
who carried me away, I found by enquiring at the 
proper” Place, had been rambling about the World, 


came to London, fell into his old Trade which he 


could not forbear, and growing an eminent High- 
wayman, had made his Exit at the Gallows, after a 
Lite of 14 Years moſt exquiſite and ſucceſsful Ro- 
gueries ; the Particulars of which would make, as I 
obſerved, an admirable Hiſtory. My other Brother 
Jack who I called Major, followed the like wicked 

rade; but a Man of more. Gallantry and Genero- 
ſity, and having committed jnnumerable Depredati- 
ons upon Mankind, yet had alway ſo much Dexte- 
rity as to bring himſelf off, till at length he was laid 


faſt in Newgate, and loaded with Irons, and would 


certainly have gone the ſame Way as the Captain, 
but he was ſo dexterous a Rogue that no Goal, no 


Fetters would hold him; and he with two more 


found Means to knock off their Irons, work'd 
their Way thro' the Wall of the Priſon, and let 
Shins theme 
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themſelves down on the Outſide, in the Night: So 
eſcaping, they found Means to get into France, 
where 2 followed the ſame Trade, and that with 
ſo much Succeſs, that he grew famous by the Name 
of Anthony, and had the Honour with three of his 
Comrades, who he had taught the Engliſb Way of 
robbing generouſly, as they called it, without mur- 
thering or wounding, or ill- uſing thoſe they robb'd, 
to be broke upon the Wheel, at the Greve in Paris. 
ALL theſe Things I found Means to be fully in- 
formed of, and to have a long Account of the Parti- 
culars of their Conduct from ſome of their Comrades 
who had the good Fortune to eſcape, and who I got 
the Knowledge of, without letting them ſo much as 
_ gueſs at who I was, or upon what Account I enquir'd. 
I was now at the Height of my Fortune, and 
got the Name of a great Merchant; I lived fingle 
and in Lodgings, and kept a French Servant, being 
deſirous of improving myſelf in that Language, 
and received 5 or 600 Hogſheads a Year from my 
own Plantations, and ſpent my Time in that, and 
ſupplying my People with Neceſſaries at Maryland, 
as they wanted them. | 
In this private Condition I continu'd about two 
Years more, when the Devil owing me a Spleen 
ever ſince I refuſed being a Thief, paid me Home 
with Intereſt, by laying a Snare in my Way, which 
had almoſt ruin'd me. - 
THERE dwelt a Lady in the Houſe oppoſite to the 
Houſe I lodg'd in, who made an extraordinary 
Figure, and was a moſt beautiful Perſon ; ſhe was 
| 4 7 bred, ſung admirably fine, and ſometimes I could 
hear her diſtintly, the Houſes being over-againſt 
one another in a narrow Court. This Lady put 
herſelf ſo often in my Way, that I could not in good 
Manners forbear taking Notice of her and giving the 
"Ceremony of my Hat, when I ſaw her at her Win- 
dow, or at the Door, or when J paſs'd her = the 
-ourt, 
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£ urt. So that we became almoſt acquainted at a 


Diſtance; ſometimes, ſhe alſo viſited at the Houſe L 
lodg d at, and it was generally contriv'd that I ſhould 
be introduc'd when he came: And thus, by De- 
grees, we became more intimately . and 
often convers'd together in the Family, but always 
in Publick, at leaſt for a great While. I was a'meer 
Boy in the Affair of Love, and knew the leaſt of 
_ What belong'd to a Woman, of any Man in Europe 
of my Age; the Thoughts of a Wife, much leſs a 
Miſtreſs, had never ſo much as taken the leaſt hold 
of my Head, and I had been till now, as perfectly 
pnacquainted with rhe Sex, and as unconcern'd about 
them, as I was when I was Ten Years old, and lay 
in a Heap of Aſhes at the Glaſs-houſes. 
SHE attack'd me without ceafing, with the Fine- 
nels of her Conduct, and with Arts which were im- 
poſſible to be ineffectual; ſhe was ever, as it were 


in my View, often in my Company, and yet kept 


herſelf on the Reſerve, ſo ſurrounded continually with 
Obſtructions, that for ſeveral Months after ſhe could 
perceive I fought an Opportunity to ſpeak to her, ſhe 
render'd it impoſſible, nor could I ever break in up- 
on her ſhe kept her Guard fo well. 

TH1s rigid Behaviour was the greateſt Miſtery 


that could be, conſidering at the fame Time that ſhe | 


never declin'd my ſeeing her, or converling with me 
in Publick, but ſhe held it on ; ſhe took Care never 
to ſit next me, that I might flip no Paper into her 
Hand, or ſpeak ſoftly to her ; ſhe kept ſome Body or 
other always between, that I could never come up 
to her; and thus, as if ſhe was reſolv'd really to have 
nothing to do with me, ſhe held me at the Bay ſeve- 
ral Months: In ſhort, we came nearer and nearer 
every Lime we met, and at laſt gave the World the 
Slip, and were privately married to avoid Ceremony, 
and the publick Inconveniency of a Wedding. 
No ſooner were we married, but ſhe threw off the

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ine 
Mask of her Gravity and good Conduct, and carried 
to ſüch an Exceſs; that I could not but be diſſatiſ- 
fed at thie Expence of it, in about a Twelve- month 
ſhe was brought to Bed of a fine Boy ; and her Ly- 
| in coſt me as near as I can now remember 
1367. which ſhe told me, ſhe thought was a Trifle. 
Such jarring continually between us, produced a 
Separation, and ſhe-demanded 3000. per Annum, for 
her Maintenance: In the Interim of this, by Means 
. of two truſty Agents, I got, Proof of my Spouſe's 
being caught ſeveral Times in Bed with another 
Perſon, and by whom ſhe had a Daughter, I ſued 
her in the Eccleſiaſtical Court in order to obtain a 
Divorce, and as ſhe found it impoſſible to avoid it, 
ſhe declin'd a Defence; and I gain'd a legal Decree 
of Divorce. | ; 
Tos being at this Paſs, I reſolv'd to go over 
to France, where I fell into Company with ſome ri/þ 
Officers of the Regiment of Dillon, where I bought 
4 Company, and fo went into the Army directly, 
Our Regiment after I had been ſome Time in it, 
was commanded into Italy, and one of the moſt con- 
ſiderable Actions I was in, was the famous Attack 
upon Cremona in the Milaneze, where the Germans 
being treacherouſly let into the Town by Night, 
through a kind of Common-Shore, ſurpriz'd the 
Town, and took the Duke de Villeroy Priſoner, 
beating the French Troops into the Citadel, but were 
in che Middle of their Victory ſo boldly attack'd by 
two riß Regiments, that after a moſt deſperate 
Fight, and not being able to break through us to let 
in their Friends, were obliged to quit the Town to 


4 che eternal Honour ef thoſe [71 Regiments. Ha- 


ving been in ſeveral Campaigns, I was permitted to 
ſell m Compan „and got the Chevalier's Brevet for 
a Colonel, in Caſe 7 raiſing Troops for him in 
Great- Britain: I accordingly embark'd on board the 
French Fleet for the Firth of Edinburgh; but they 
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pyer-ſhot their Landing-place ; and this Delay gave 
Nane to the E N Sir George Byng,, 
come to an Anchor juſt as we did. 
Don this Surprize the French Admiral ſet Say, 
and crouding 1275 to the North got the Start of the 
Engliſh Fleet, and eſcaped with the Loſs of one Ship 
only to Dunkirk ; and glad I was. to ſet my Foot on 
Shore again, for all the while we were thus flying 
for our Lives, I was under the greateſt Terror imagin- 
able, and nothing but Halters and Gibbets run in my 
Head, concluding that if I had been taken I ſhould 
certainly have been hang d. AF Add 
I rook my Leave of the Chevalier and the Army, 
and made. haſte to Paris; a Place full of Gallantry, 
and where I again fooliſhly tried my Fate in Matri- 
mony, for in leſs than three Months I caught m 
ee Wit in Bed with a French Marquis, 
whom 1 the next Day fought, and left for dead, I 
i took Poſt-Horſes for Flanders, and at laſt, got ſafe 
once more to London, from which Place I embark'd 
for Virginia, and had a tolerable Voyage thither, on- 
_ ily met a Pyrate Ship, who plundered us of every 
Thing they could come at that was for their Turn: 
But to give the Rogues their Due, though they were 
the moſt abandon'd Wretches that ever was ſeen, 
they did not uſe us ill; and as to my Loſs it was not 
- confiderable. _ 1 
I rouxy all my Affairs in very good Order at Vin- 
ginia, my Plantations prodigiouſly increas'd and 
Manager, who firſt inſpir d me with. travellir 
Thoughts, and made me Maſter of any Knowledge 
worth naming, received me with a TI ranſport of Joy. 
_ After a Ramble of four and twenty Years, I was ex- 
ceedingly well ſatizfied with his 7 odor dy for he 
had improved x very large Plantation of his own, at 
the ſame Time: However, I had the Mortification 
to ſee two or three of the Pre/ton Gentlemen there, 
who being Priſoners of War, were ſpar'd ſrom the

Tas Men had firſt their private Members cut off, 
and thrown into the Fire before their Faces, then 
their Hands and Legs were fevered ſrom their Bodies,

The Wife, Daughters, and Grand=children 
having been made Spectators of this juſt Puniſhment 
inflicted on the Men, were afterwards: burnt to 
Death in three ſeveral Fires. They all in general 
died without the leaſt Signs of Repentance, but con- 
tinued curling and venting the moſt dreadful Impre- 
cations to the very laſt Gaſp of Lifſe. |

DWARD'TEACH was 4 Brifal 
—— Si but had failed ſeveral Times 
amaica in Privateers in the late 
French ar. Tho he had often diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf by his uncommon Bold- 
perſonal Courage, yet he was never raiſed | 
_ any nn, till he went a Pirating, about the 
latter "End of the Year 1716. It was then thatCapt. 
Benjamin Hornigold put him into a Sloop that he 
had made a Prive of, and theſe two continued in 
Conſortſhip till a little Time before Hornigold ſur- 
rendered. 
Is the Spring of the Year 1717, Teach and Er- 
nigold failed from Providence for the Main of Ame- 
rica, with 120 Barrels of Flour, which they put on 
board their own Veſſels. They took alſo a Sloop 
from Bermuda, Thurba Maſter, whom they filed 
only of ſome Gallons of Wine, and then let her go; 
— a Ship from Madera to South Carolina, out of 
Which they got Plunder to a conſiderable Value. 5 
' AFTERC eaning on the Coaſt of Virginia, they 
| returned 
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returned to the Veſ-Indies, and in the Latitude of 
24 made Prize of a large French Guinea Man, 
bound to Martinico, which, by Hornigeld's Conſent, 
Teach went aboard of as Captain, and took a 
Cruize in her. Hornigold returned with his Sloop 
to Providence, where, at the Arrival of Captain 
Rogers, the Governor, he ſurrendered to Mercy, 
purſuant to the King's Proclamation. 

Teach mounted 40 Guns aboard of this Guinea 
Man, and named her the Queen Ann's Revenge. 


Cruzing near the Iſland of St. Vincent, he took a 


large Ship, called the Great Allen, Chriſtopher Taylor, 
Commander; and having plundered her of what he 
thought fit, and put all the Men on Shore upon the 
Inand above-mentioned, he gave Orders to {et Fire 
to the Ship. _ io 

" A Ftw Days after Teach fell in with the Scarbo- 
rough Man of War, who engaged him for ſome 
Hours ; but the Scarborough finding the Pirate well 
manned, and having tried her Strength, gave over 
the Engagement, and returned to Barbadves, the 
Place of her Station; Teach immediately failing to- 
wards the _—— America. 

In his Way he met with a Pirate Sloop of 10 
Guns, commanded by Major Bonnet, whoſe Life we 
ſhall give hereafter. He was lately a Gentleman 
of good Reputation and Eſtate in the Iſland of Bar- 
1 2 but now he readily joined with Teach ; but, 


in a few Days after, Teach finding that Bannet knew

ipped his Cable, and ran out to meet her, 
who, upon ſeeing the Black Flag hoiſted, ſtruck his 
Sail, and came too under the Stern of Teach, the 
Commodore ; ſhe was called, the Adventure from 


2 Dauid Harriot, Maſter.

d his Men on board the great Ship, and ſent a 
Number of their own People with 1/rae! Hands, 
Maſter of Teach's Ship, to man the Sloop for the 


piratical Service. 


O the 9th of April they weighed from Turnf, 
having thin” there Tou Wes and failed to 42 
Bay, where they found a Ship and four Sloops ; 
three of the latter belonged to Fonathan Bernard, 
of Jamaica, and the other to Captain James; the 
Ship was of Bo/ton, called the Prote/tant Cæſar, 
Captain Myar, Commander. Teach hoiſted his black 
Sun, and fired a Gun; upon which, Captain 
Har, and all. his Men, left their Ship, and got 
aſhore in their Boat. Teach's Quarter-Maſter, and 
eight of his Crew, took Poſſeſſion of Myar's Ship, 
and Richards ſecured all the Sloops, one of which 
they burnt out of Spite to the Owner. The Pro- 
teflant Cæſar they alſo burnt, after they had plun- 
ered her, becauſe ſhe belonged to Boon, where 


ſome Men had been hanged for 08 2 but the

Fou hence 4% overs ſailed to Turkill, and 
then to the Grand Caimanes, a ſmall Iſland, about 30

took a ſmall Turtler, and fo failed to the Havannah, © 


from thence to the Bahama Wrecks, and from the 
Bahama Wrecks to Carolina, taking a Brigantine and 
two Sloops in their Way, They lay on the Caro-

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ſix Days; they took here a Ship as ſhe was coming 
out, bound for Lendon, commanded by Robert Clart, 


with ſome, Paſſengers on board for England; the 
next Day they took another Veſſel, coming out of 
Charles-Tatun, likewiſe, a Brigantine, with 14 Ne- 


groes on board. All this being done in the Face of 
the Town, it ſtruck a great [Terror into the whole 
Province of Carolina, which had juſt before been 
viſited by Jane, another notorious Pirate: The In- 
habitants even abandoned themſelves to Deſpair, 
being in no Condition to reſiſt their Force, There 
were eight Sail in the Harbour, ready for the Sea, 
but none dared to venture out, it being almoſt im- 

offible to eſcape their Hands. The inward-bound 
V eflels were under the ſame unhappy Dilemma ; fo 
that the Trade of this Place was totally interrupted... 
What made theſe Misfortunes yet heavier to them, 
was a long expenſtve War, which the Colony had 
had with the Natives, and which was but juſt ended 
when theſe Robbers infeſted them. 

Teach detained all the Ships and Priſoners, and be- 
ing in want of Medicines, relolved to demand a Cheſt 
from the Governor of the Province. Accordingly, 
Richards, the Commander of the Revenge Sloop, 


with two or three more Pirates, were ſent up along 


with Mr. Marl, one of the Priſoners whom they had 
taken in Clark's Ship, to make their Demands, which 
they did in a very inſolent Manner; threatning, that 
if they did not ſend immediately the Cheſt of Medi- 
cines, and let the Pirate-Ambaſſador return, with- 
out offering any Violence to their Perſons, the 

would ON all their Priſoners, and ſend up their 
Heads to the Governor, and ſet the Ships they had 


taken on Fire. ** | | 
. WnitsT Mr. Marks was making Application to 
the Council, Richards, and the Reſt of the Pirates, 
walked about the Streets publickly, in the Sight of 
all the People, who were fixed with the utmoſt — | 

WY nation, 
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nation, looking upon them as Robbers and Murther- 
ers, and, particularly, as the Authors of their preſent 


Wrongs and Oppreffions ; but they durſt not fo 
much as think of executing their Revenge, for Fear 


of bringing more Calamities upon themſelves; and 


ſo they were forced to let the Villains paſs with Im- 
nity. The Government were not long deliberat- 
11 upon the Meſſage; though it was os greateſt 


ront that could have been put upon them, yet, 
for the ſaving ſo many Lives, (one of whom was 


Mr. Samuel Wragg, one of the Council) they com- 


plied with the Neceſſity, and ſent on board a Cheſt, 
valued at between Three or Four Hundred Pounds, 


and the Pirates went ſafe back to their Ships. 
Black-Beard (for fo Teach was generally called, as 
we ſhall hereafter ſhew) as ſoon as he and his Bro- 
ther Rogues had received the Medicines, let go the 
Ships and the Priſoners, having firſt taken out of 
them, in Gold and Silver, about Fifteen Hundred 
Pounds Sterling, beſides Proviſions, and other 
Fon the Bar of Charks-Town they failed to 


North Carolina; Captain Teach, in the Ship they 
called the Man of War, Capt. Richards and Capt. 


Hands in the Sloops, which they termed Privateers, 


and another Sloop, ſerving as a Tender, Teach be- 
gan now to think of breaking up the Company, and 


ſecuring the Money and beſt of the Effects for him- 


ſelf, and ſome of his Companions, whom he had 


moſt Friendſhip for, and to cheat the Reſt. Ac- 
cordingly, running into Topfar! Inlet to clean, he 
grounded his Ship, and then (as if it had been done 
undeſignedly, and by Accident) he orders Hand's 


Sloop on Shore, to come to his Aſſiſtance, and get 


him off again; which he endeavouring to do, ran 


the Sloop on Shore, near the other, and fo they were 
both loſt. This done, Teach goes into the Tender- 
Sloop, with 40 Hands, and leaves the Revenge there. 
* 0 After 8 
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After this he took 17 others, and marooned them 
upon a ſmall ſandy Ifland, about a League from the 
Main, where there was neither Bird, Beaſt, or Herb, 
for their Suſtenance, and where they muſt have 
periſhed, if Major Bonnet had not two Days after 
taken them off, | 

Teach now goes up to the Governor of North Ca- 
rolina, with about twenty of his Men, and ſurrenders 
to his Majeſty's Proclamation, and received Certifi- 
cates thereof from his Excellency ;. but it did not ap- 
pear that their ſubmitting to this Pardon was from 
any Reformation of Manners, but only to wait a 
more favourable Opportunity to play the ſame Game 
over again; which he ſoon after effected, with great- 
er Security to himſelf, and with better Proſpect of 
Succeſs ; having, in this Time, cultivated a very 
good Underſtanding with Charles Eden, Eſq; the 

overnor. 

Tux firſt Piece of Service this kind Governor 
did to Black-Beard, was to give him a Right to the 
Veſſel which he had taken, when he was a Pirating 
in the great Ship, called the Queen Ann's Revenge ; 
for which Purpoſe a Court of Vice-Admiralty was 
held at Bath-Totun, where, though Teach had never 
had any Commiſſion in his Life, and the Sloop be- 
longed to the Engliſh Merchants, and was taken in 
Time of Peace, yet ſhe was condemned as a Prize, 
taken by Capt. Teach from the Spaniards : Theſe 
Proceedings thaw, that Governors are but Men. 

BEFORE he failed upon this Adventure, he mar- 
ried a young Creature of about ſixteen Years of Age, 
the Governor performing the Ceremony. For as it 
is the Cuſtom here to be married by a Prieſt, ſo is it 
there by a Magiſtrate. This, I have been informed, 
made Trach's fourteenth Wife, about a Dozen of 
which might be {till living. His Behaviour in this 
State was ſomething extraordinary; for while his 
Sloop lay in Okerecock Inlet, and he was on R at 

a Plan-

a Plantation, where his Wife lived, it was his Cuſtom 
to invite five or ſix of his brutal Companions on 
Shore, and then force her to proſtitute herſelf to 
all, one after another, before his Face. EET 
IN June, 1718, he went to Sea, upon another Ex- 
2 and ſteered his Courſe towards Bermudas. 
He met with two or three Engliſb Veſſels in his Way, 
but robbed them only of Proviſions, Stores, and Ne-

Mitte ; the Ship that had no Toaling: he let go, 
having firſt put all the Men of the loaded Ship on 
board her; the other he brought home, with the 
Cargo, to North Carolina, where the Governor and 
the Pirate ſhared the Plunder. 18 Me 5 
Wer Teach and his Prize arrived, he, and four 
of his Crew, went to his Excellency, and made Affi- 
davit that they found the French Ship at Sea, with- 
out a Soul on board; whereupon, a Court was call- 
ed, and the Ship condemned. The Governor had 
bo Hogſheads of Sugar for his Dividend, and one Mr. 
Knizht, who was egen and Collector for the 
royince 20 Hogſheads; the reſt was ſhared among 
de other Pirates, as we may properly expreks it. 
Tus Buſineſs was not yet done, the Ship remain- 
ed, and it was poffible one or other might come into 
the River that might be acquainted with her, and ſo 
diſcover the Roguery. But Teach thought of a Con- 
trivance-to prevent this; for under Pretence that ſhe 
was leaky, and that ſhe might ſink, and fo ſtop up 
the Mouth of the Inlet or Cove where ſhe lay, he 
obtained an Order from the Governor to bring her 
out into the River, and ſet her on Fire. This was 
accordingly executed, and ſhe was burnt down to the 
Water Edge ; then her Bottom was ſunk, and with. 
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e Fears of her ever riſing in Judgment againſt 
em. | 
Cap rAN Teach, alias Black-Beard, paſſed three 
or four Months in the River, ſometimes lying at 
Anchor in the Coves, at other Times failing from 
one Inlet to another, trading with ſuch Sloops as he 
met with, for the Plunder he had taken, and' often 
wing them Preſents for the Stores and Proviſions 
be had taken from them, that is, when he happened 
to be in a giving Humour; for, at other Times, be 
made bold with them, and took what he liked, with ; 
out ſaying by your Leave; knowing well, that the 
dared not ſend him a Bill for the Payment. He 
often diverted himſelf with going on — among 
the Planters, where he revelled Night and Day; by 
theſe he was well received, but whether out of Love 
or Fear, I cannot ſay. Sometimes he uſed them 
courteouſly enough, and made them alſo Preſents of 
Rum and Sugar in Return for what he took from 
them; but as to the Liberties which, it is ſaid, he, and 
bis Companions often took with the Wives and 
Daughters of theſe Planters, I cannot take upon me 
t0 ſay whether he paid them ad Valorem, or no. At 
other Times he carried it in a lordly Manner towards 
them, and would lay them under Contribution; nay, 
he often proceeded to bully the Governor, not, as I 
can difcoyer there was the leaſt Cauſe of Quarrel be- 
twixt them ; but it ſeemed only to be done to ſhew 
he dared to do it, . 
Tux Stoops trading up and down this River be- 
ing ſo frequently pilliged by Teach, conſulted with 
the Traders, and ſome of the beſt of the Planters, 
what Courſe to take. They ſaw plainly; that it 
would be in vain to make any Application to the 
Governor of North Carolina, to whom it properly be- 
Jonged to find ſome Redreſs; ſo that if they could 
not be relieved. from ſome other Quarter, Black- 
Beard dall be like to reign with Impunity. Thi

It was agreed, that the Governor ſhould hire a Couple 
of ſmall Sloops, and the Men of War ſhould man 
them: This was accordingly done, and the Com- 
mand of them — to Mr. Nabert Maynard, firſt 
Lieutenant of the Pearl, an experienced Officer, and 
a Gentleman of great Bravery and Reſolution, as will 
appear by his 4 Behaviour. in this Expedition. 
The Sloops were all manned, and furniſhed with

mounted.

concerning it, intimating, That he had ſent him four 
of his Men, which were all he could meet with in or 
about Town, and fo bid him be upon his Guard. 
Theſe Men, who belonged to Black-Beard, were ſent 
from Bath-Town to Okerecack Inlet, where the Sloop 
lay, which. is about 20 Leagues. 
Black-Beard had heard ſeveral Reports which hap- 
xened not to be true, and ſo gave the leſs Credit to 
this; nor Was he convinced till he ſaw the Sloops. 
When they came in Sight, he put his Veſſel in a Poſ- 
ture of Defence, having no more than twenty-five 
Veen on bourl, though he gave ou to al the Vee

he ſpoke with that he had forty, When he had 
prepared for Battle, he ſat down, and ſpent the Night 
in Drinking with the Maſter of a '1 rading Sloop, 
who, it was thought, had more Buſineſs with Teach 
than he ſhould have hat. 1 | 

LIEUTENANTAaynard came to an Anchor, forthe 
Place. being ſhoal, and the Channel intricate, there 
was no getting in where Teach lay that Night. The 
next Morning he weighed, and ſent his Boat a-head 
of the Sloops to ſound, which, coming within Gun- 
ſhot received his Fire. Maynard, hereupon, hoiſted 
the King's Colours, and ſtood directly towards him, 


with the beſt Way that his Sails and Oars could make 


Black-Beard cut his Cable, and endeavoured to make 
a running Fight, keeping a continual Fire at his 
Enemies with his large Guns. Mr. Maynard not 
having any, as we before obſerved, kept a conſtant 
Fire with ſmall Arms, while ſome of his Men la- 
boured at their Oars. In a little Time, Tezach's Sloop 
tan aground, and, Mr. Maynard's drawing more 
Water than that of the Pirate, could not come near 
him, fo that he anchored within half Gun- ſhot of the 
Enemy. In order to lighten his Veſſel, that he might 
run him aboard, the Lieutenant ordered all his Bal- 
laſt to be thrown over-board, and all the Water ta 
be ſtaved, and then weighed, and ſtood for him. 
Black-Beard upon this, hailed him in this rude Man- 
ner. Damn you for Villains, who are you? and 
from whence come you?” The Lieutenant made 
for Anſwer, * You may ſee by our Colours that we 
are no Pirates. Black- Beard bid him ſend his Boat 
on Board, that he might ſee who he was ; but Mr. 
Maynard replied thus : I cannot ſpare my Boat, 
© but I will come on board of you as ſoon as I can 
with a Sloop'. Wherepon Black-Beard too: a Glaſs 
of Liquor, and drank to him with theſe Words: 
Damnation ſeize my Soul if I give you Quarters, 
or take any from you', In Anſwer to which, Mr. 
end ou Maynard

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Maynard told him, That he expected no Quarters 


from him, nor ſhould he give him any. 
Bi this Time Black-Beard's Sloop floated, as Mr. 

Maynard's Sloops were rowing towards him. Theſe 
Sloops being not above a Foot high in the Waſte, 
eonſequently, the Men were all expoſed as they came 
nearer together ; therefore (there being hitherto little 
or no Execution done on either Side) the Pirate fired 
a Broadſide, charged with all Manner of ſmall Shot. 
A fatal Stroke to them; the Sloop the Lieutenant 
was in, had twenty Men killed or wounded, and the 
other Sloop nine. This could not be helped; for, 
there being no Wind, they were obliged to keep to 
their Oars, otherwiſe the Pirate would have got 
away from them, which it ſeems, the Lieutenant was 
reſolute to prevent. e ee « 
+ AFTER this unlucky Blow, Black-Beard's Sloop 
fell Broadſide to the Shore; Mr. Maynard's other 
S$lodp, which was called the Ranger, fell a Stern, 
being for the preſent diſabled. Now the Lieutenant 
finding his Sloop had Way, and would foon be on 
hoard of Teach, ordered all his Men down, for Fear 
of another Broadſide, which muſt have been their 
Deſtruction, and have entirely rumed their Expedi- 
fon. + Mr. Maynard was the only Perſon that kept 
the Deck, except the Man at the Helm, whom he 
directed to lay down ſnug: The Men in the Hold 
were ordered to pet their Piſtols and Swords read 

for'cloſe Fighting, and to come up at his Command; 
in order for which, two Ladders were fixt in the 
Hateh-way, for the more Expedition. When the 
Lieutenant's Sloop | boarded the other, Captain 
Teach's Men threw in ſeveral new-faſhioned Sorts of 
Granadoes, viz. Caſe-bottles, filled with Powder, 
fmall Shot, Slugs, and Pieces of Lead or Iron, with 
a quick Match in the Mouth of them; this Match 
being lighted without Side, preſently runs into the

__ »» Upon this, under the Smoak of one of the Bottles 
juſt mentioned, Teach enters, with fourteen Men, 
over the Bow of Mr. Maynard's Sloop, and were 
not ſeen by him till the Air cleared; however, as it 
. he juſt then gave the Signal to his Men, 
who all roſe in an Inſtant, and attacked the Pirates 
with as much Bravery as ever was ſhewn upon ſuch 
an. Occaſion. Blaci- Beard and the Lieutenant: fired 
the firſt Piſtol at each other, by which the Pirate re- 
ceived a Wound; then they engaged with Swords, 
till the Lieutenant's unluckity broke, who; thereupon, 
ſtepping back to cock a Piſtol, Blaci-eurũ, with his 
Cutlaſh, was ſtriking at him at that Inſtaut, when 
one of Maynard 's Men, gave him a terrible Wound 
in the Neck and Throat, by which the Lieutenant 
came off with a ſmall Cut over his Fingers. 

Tux were now cloſely and warmly engaged, the 
Lieutenant and twelve Men, — 1 Black- Beard, 
and fourteen, till the Sea was tinctured with Blood 
round the Veſſel. Though lack- Beard received a 
Shot in his Body, from the firſt Piſtol that Lieutenant 
Maynard diſcharged, yet he ſtood his Ground, and 
fought. with. great Fury, till he received twenty Cuts, 
and five more Shot. At length, as he was cckinga 
Piſtol, having fired ſeveral before, he fell down dead. 
By this Time, eight more of the fourteen dropped, 
and all the Reſt, much wounded, jumped over board, 
and called out for Quarters, which was granted, 


though it was only prolonging their Lives for a feu 


Days. The Sloop Ranger came up, and attacked

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the Men that remained in Black-Beard's Sloop, with 
equal-Bravery, till they likewiſe cried for. Quarters. - 
Hrn was an End of that courageous Brute, who 
icht haue paſſed in the World for a Hero, had he 
— employed in a good Cauſe. His Deſtruction, 
which was of ſuch} Conſequence to the Plantations, 
was entirely owing to the Conduct and Bravery of 
Lieutenant Maynard and his Men, who: might have 
yed him with much leſs Loſs; had they had 
2 Veſiel with great Guns; but they were ohliged to 
uſe ſmall Veſtels, becauſe the Holes and Places he 
lurked in, would not admit thoſe of greater Draught; 
and it was no fmall Difficulty for this Gentleman to 
get to him, even with theſe, having grounded his Veſ- 
iel, at leaſt, a Hundred Times, in getting up the 
River, beſides other Diſcouragements, enough to have 
turned back an Man, without Diſhonour, who had 
been leſs reſulute and bold than this Lieutenant. The 
Broadſide that did ſo much Miſchief before they 
boarded, in all Probability ſaved the Reſt from De- 
ſtruction ; for before that, Teach had little or no 
Hopes of eſcaping ; and, therefore, had poſted a reſo- 
lute Fellow, a Negroe, whom he had bred up, with 
a lighted. Match, in the Poder - Room, with Com- 
mand to blow it up, when he ſhould give him Or- 
ders; which he, deſigned to have done, as ſoon as 
the Lieutenant and his Men couldthave entered, that 
ſo he might have deſtroyed his Conquerors with him - 
ſelf.

Hands, the Maſter, was ſhot through the Knee, and 
tamed for Life; the other Piftok did no Execution. 
— Being afked the 8 of this, he only anſwered 
by damning them, That if he did not now and then 
kill one of them, they would forget who he was. 
Hand being taken, he was tried and condemned, 
dut juſt as he was about to be executed, a Ship arri- 
ved at Virginia, with a Proclamation for prolonging 
the Time of his Majeſty's Pardon to ſuch of the Pi- 
"rates, as ſhould ſurrender by a limited Time therein 
expreſſed.” Notwithſtanding the 'Sentence;” Ham 
pleaded. the Pardon, and was allowed the Benefit of 
it. He was alive ſome few. Years ago in London, 
where he begged his Bread. 4 
Noa that we hive given ſome Account of 
Tracb's Life and Actions, it will not be amiſs that we 
ſpeak of his Beard, ſince it did not a little contribute 
towards making his Name ſo terrible in thoſe Parts. 
Plutarch, and other grave Hiſtorians have taken 
Notice, that ſeveral great Men amongſt the Romans, 


"took their Sir Names from certain odd Marks in their 
9 82 Countenances, 
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-- Countehances; as Cicero, from a Mark of a Veteh on 
his Noſe. - So our Hero, Captain Taach, aſſumed 
the Cognomen of Black- Beard, from that large Quan- 
tity of Hair, which, like a frightful Meteor, covered 
his whole Face, and frightened. America more than 
any Comet that has appeared there a long Time. 
His Beard was black, which he ſuffered to grow 
to an extravagant Length; as to the Breadth, it came 
up to his Eyes; he was accuſtomed to twiſt it with 
Ribbands, in ſmall Tails, after the Manner of our 


Ramilie Wigs, and turn them about his Ears. In 


Time of Action, he wore a Sling over his Shoulder, 
with three Brace of Piſtols, hanging in Holſters, like 
Bandiliers. He ſtuck lighted Matches under his Hat, 
which [appearing on each Side of his Face, and his Eyes 
looking naturally fierce and wild, made himaltogether 
ſuch a Figure, that Imagination cannot form an Idea 
of Fury — Hell, to look more frightful. 


Ir he had the Look of a Fury, his Humours and 


Paſſions were ſuitable to it. We {ſhall relate two or 
three more of his Extravagances, which we omitted 
in the Body of his Hiſtory, by which it will appear

This Intelligence being 
heard by Captain Morgan, he immediately gave Or- 
ders, that all they had robbed” ſhould be carried on 
board the Ships ; and withal, he intimated to the 
Spaniards, that the very next Day they ſhould pay 
their Ranſoms: Foraſmuch as he would not wait 
one Moment longer, but reduce the Town to Aſhes, - 
in caſe they failed to raiſe the Sum he demanded.” 
Wir this Intimation, Captain Morgan made no 
mention to the Spaniards of the Letters he had inter- 
repted; Whereupon, they made him Anſwer, © That . 
© it was totally „ rot for them to give ſuch a Sum 
© of Money in ſo thort a Space of Time ; ſeeing their 
Fellow Townſmen were not to be found in all the 
© Country thereabouts, Captain Morgan knew full 
well their Intentions, and withal thought it not con- 
venient to remain there any longer Time. Hence he 
demanded of them only five Hundred Oxen, or 
_—_ together with ſufficicat Salt therewith to ſalt

HERZUNTO he added only this Condition, that 
they ſhould carry them on board his Ships; which 
they promiſed to do. Thus he departed with all his 
Men, taking with him only fix of the principal Pri- 
ſoners, as P edges of what he intended. The next 
Day, the Spaniards brought the Cattle and Salt unto 
the . and required the Priſoners; but Captain 
Morgan refuſed to deliver them, till ſuch Time as they 
had helped his Men to kill and ſalt the Beeves. This 
was likewiſe performed in great Haſte, he not carin

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by the Forces that were gathering againſt him. Having 
received all on board his Veſſels, he ſet at Liberty 
the Priſoners he had kept as Hoſtages of his Demands. 
While theſe Things. were in * there hap- 
pened to ariſe ſome Diſſentions between the Engliſb- 
men and French. The Occaſion of their Diſcord was 
as followeth: A certain Frenchman being employed 
in killing and ſalting one of the Beeves, an Engliſb 
Pirate came to him, and took away the Marrow- 
bones he had taken out of the Ox; which Sort of 
Meat theſe People eſteem very much. Hereupon, 
they 7 7 8 1 one another. Being come to the 
Place of Duel, the Engliſhman drew his Sword treach- 
eroully againſt the Frenchman, wounding him in the 
Back, before he had. put himſelf in a juſt Poſture of 
efence; whereby be ſuddenly fell dead upon the 
lace. The other Frenchmen, deſirous to revenge 
this baſe Action, made an Inſurrection again the En- 
i. But Captain Morgan ſoon extinguiſhed this. 
1 by commanding the Criminal to be bound in 
Chains, and thus carried to Jamaica; promiſing to 
them all, he would ſee Juſtice done upon him. For 
although it was permited unto bim to challenge his 
Adverlary, yet was it not Iawful to kill him treacher- 
TT 1A otro nds to. bob. 
As ſoon as all Things were in Readineſs, and on, 
board the Ships, and likewiſe the Priſoners ſet at 
Liberty, they failed from thence, directing their 
Courſe to a certain Iſland, where Captain Morgan 
intended to make a Dividend of what they had pur- 
chaſed in that Voyage. Being arrived at the Place 
ned, they found nigh the Value of Fifty Fhou- 
ſand Pieces of Eight, both in Money and Goods. 
The Sum being known, it cauſed a general Reſent- 
ment and Grief, to fee ſuch a ſmall Purchaſe ; which 
was not ſufficient to pay their Debts at Jamaica. 
Hereupon, Captain Morgan propounded to them, 
that they ſhould think upon ſome other * 
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and Pillage, before they returned Home. But the 
Frenchmen not being able to agree with the Engliſb, 
ſeparated from their Company, leaving Captain 
Morgan alone with thoſe of his own Nation; not- 
withſtanding all the Perſuaſtons he uſed to induce 
them to continue in his Company. Thus they parted 
with all external Signs of F riendſhip ; Captain Mor- 
gan reiterating his Promiſes to them, that he would 
ſee Juſtice done upon the Criminal before-mention- 
ed. This he performed; for being arrived at Ja- 
maica, he cauſed him to be hanged ; which was all 
the Satisfaction the French Pirates could expect. 
- © SOME, perhaps, may think, that the French having 
deſerted Captain Morgan, the Engliſb alone coul. 
not have been ſufficient to perform ſuch great Ac- 
tions as before their Diviſions. But Captain Mor- 
an, who always communicated Vigour with his 
Words, infuſed ſuch Spirits into his Men, as were 
able to put every one of them inſtantly upon new 
Deſigns ; th ing all perſuaded by his Reaſons, 
that the ſole Execution of his Orders would be a 
certain Means of obtaining great Riches. This 
Perſuaſion had ſuch an Influence upon their Minds, 
that with inimitable Courage, they all reſolved to 
follow him. The fame likewiſe did a certain Pirate 
of Campeche; who, on this Occaſion, joined with 
Captain Morgan, to ſeek new Fortunes under his 
Conduct, and greater Advantages than he had found 
before. And, in a few Days, gathered a Fleet of 
nine Sail, Ships and great Boats included; wherein 
he had four Hundred and threeſcore Military Men. 
AFTER all Things were in a good Poſture of Rea- 
dineſs, they put forth to Sea, Captain Morgan im- 
parting the Deſi n he had in his Mind to no Body 
tor the preſent. He only told them, on ſeveral Oc- 
caſions, that he held it as indubitable, that he ſhould 
make a good Fortune by that Voyage, if ſtrange 
Occurrences altered not the Courſe of his 3 
* C0 2 hey 
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They directed their Courſe, towards the Continent; 
vrhere they arrived in a few Days upon the Coaſt of 
Gofta Rica, with all their Fleet entire, No ſooner 
had they diſcovered Land, but the Commodore de- 
clared his Intentions to the Captaing, and preſently 
Company. He told 
them, he intended in that Expedition to plunder 


Puerto Val, and that he would perform it by Night, 


Rang enſolyed to put the whole City to lack, not the 
leaſt Corner eſcaping his Diligence. Moreover, ta 


encourage them, he added, that this Enterprize could 


not fail to ſucceed well, ſeeing he had kept it a Se- 
cret in his Mind, without revealing it to any Body, 
ſo that they could not have Notice of his coming. 
Unto this Propoſition ſome made Anſwer, by alledg- 


ing, they had not a ſufficient Number of Men where- 


with to aſſault ſq ſtrong and great a City. But Cap- 
tain Morgan replied, If our Number is ſmall, our

Tux City which beareth this Name in America, 
is ſeated in the Province of Co/ta Rica, under the Al- 
titude of ten Degrees Northern Latitude, at the Diſ- 
tance of fourteen | Leagues from the Gulf of Darien, 
and eight. Weſtwards, from the Port called Nombre, 
d Deos. It is judged to be the logged Place that 
the King of Spain poſſeſſeth in all the I gli-Indies, ex - 
cepting two, that is to ſay, Havana and Cartagena. 
Here are two Caſtles, almoſt impregnable, that de- 
fend the City, they being ſituated at the Entry . tht 

Vi ö x 7 Ort, 
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Port, ſo that no Ship nor Boat can paſs without Per- 
miſſion. The Garriſon conſiſteth of two Hundred 
Soldiers, and the Town. .is conſtantly inhabited by 
four Hundred Families, more ar leſs. The Merch 
ants dwell. not here, but only reſide for a while, 
when the Galleons come or go from Spain, by Rea- 
ſon of the Unhealthineſs of the Air, occaſioned by 
certain Vapours that exhale from the Mountains, 
Notwithſtanding this, their chief Warehouſes are at 
Puerto Velo, though their Habitations are all the 
Year long at Panama, From whence they bring 
the Plate upon Mules, at ſuch Times as the Fair be- 
inneth; and when the Ships, belonging to the 
ompany of Negroes, arrive het to ſell Slaves. 
CAPTAIN Morgan; who knew very well all the 
Avenues of this City, as alſo. all the neighbouring 
Coaſts, arrived in the Juſk of the Evening, at tha 
Place called Puerto de Nam, diſtant ten Leagues to- 
ards the Weſt of Puerto Velo. Being come to thia 
lace, they mounted the River in their Ships, as far 
as another Harbour, called Puerto Pontin; where he 
came to an Anchor. Here they put themſelves im- 
mediately into Boats and Canoes, leaving in the 
$hips only a few Men to keep them, and conduct 
them the next Day into Port. About Midnight they 
came to a certain Place called Eftera, longa Lemo 
where they all went on Shore, and marched by Land 
to the firſt Watch of the City. They had in theit 
Company an Eugliſoman, who had been formerly .a 
Priſoner in thoſe Parts, and who now ſerved them 
for a Guide, Unto him, and three ar four more, 
they gave Commiſſions to take the Centinel, if poſſi- 
ble, and kill him upon the Spot. Accordingly, t 
laid Hands on him, and apprehended him with we 
Cunning, that he had no Lime to give Warning 
with his Muſket, or make any other Noiſe. Thug 
they brought him, with his Hands bound, to Captain 
Mor gun, who aſked,, * How, Things went 15 the

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City, and what Forces they had; with many other 
cy 4) pol which he Tas deſirous ' to know. 
After ever Queſtion, they made him a Thouſand 
Menaces to kill him in Caſe he declared not the 
Fruth. Thus they began to advance towards the 
City, carrying always the ſame Centinel bound, be- 
fore them. Having marched about one Quarter of 
2 League, they came-to the Caſtle, that is nigh to the 
City; which preſently they cloſely ſurrounded, fo 
that no Perſon could get either in or out of the ſaid 
; dortreſs. | p | | 
Bid thus poſted under the Walls of the Caſtle, 
Captain Morgan commanded the Centinel, whom 
they had taken PrifSner, to ſpeak to thoſe that were 
within, and charge them to ſurrender, and deliver 
| themſelves up to his Diſcretion ; threatning that 
otherwiſe they ſhould be cut to Pieces, without giv- 
ing Quarter to any one. But they would hearken to 
none of theſe Threats, beginning inſtantly to Fire; 
vrhich gave Notice to the City, and ſuddenly alarmed 
the Garriſon. Vet, notwithſtanding, the Governor 
and Soldiers of the ſaid Caſtle made as great Reſiſt- 
ance as could be performed, they were conſtrained to 
ſurren ler to the Pirates. Theſe no ſooner had taken 
Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle, but they reſolved to be as 
od as their Word, in putting the Spaniards to the 
rd, thereby to ſtrike a Terror to the reſt of the 
City. Hereupon, having ſhut up all the Soldiers and 
Ofkcers, as Priſoners into one Room, they inſtantly 
ſet Fire to the Powder, (whereof they found a great 
Quantity) and blew up the whole Caſtle into the Air, 
with all the Spzn:ards that were therein. This being 
done, they purſued the Courſe of their Victory, fal- 
ling upon the City, which, as yet, was not in Order 
to receive them. Many of the Inhabitants caſt their 
Is and Monies, and other valuable Things, into 
ells or Ciſterns, or hid them in other Places under 
Ground, to prevent, as much as were poſſible, 2 
3 ing 
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being totally robbed, One Party of the Pirates, being 
aſſigned — this Purpoſe, — immediately to 25 | 
Cloyſters, and took as many religious Men and 
Women as they could find. The Governor of the 
City, not being able to rally the Citizens, through 
the great Confuſion of the Jon, retired to one of the: 
Caſtles remaining, and from thence began to fire in- 
ceſſantly at the — But theſe were not in the 
leaſt negligent, either to aſſault him, or defend them- 
ſelves, with all the Courage imaginable. Thus it 
was obſervable, that amidſt the Horror of the Aſſault, 
they made very few Shot in vain. For aiming, with 
great Dexterity, at the Mouths of the Guns, the 
paniards were certain to loſe one or two every Time 
they charged a Gun a-new. $7 ndl! 
TRE Aſſault of this Caſtle, where the Governor 
was, continued very furious on both Sides, from 
Break of Day till Noon; and even then the Caſe 
was very dubious which Party ſnould conquer, or be 
conquered. At laſt, the Pirates, perceiving they had 
loſt many Men, and, as yet, advanced but little to- 
wards the gaining either this or the other Caſtles re- 
maining, thought to make uſe of Fire-balls, which 
they threw with their Hands; deſigning if poſſible, to 
burn the Doors of the Caſtle. But going about to 
put this in Execution, the Spantards, from the Walls, 
let fall a great Quantity of Stones, and Earthen Pots 
full of Powder, and other combuſtible Matter, which 
forced them to deſiſt from that Attempt. Captain 
Morgan, ſeeing this vigorous Defence made by the 
Spaniards, began to 9 the whole Succeſs of 
the Enterpriae. Hereupon, many faint and calm Me- 
ditations came into his Mind; neither could he deter- 
mine which Way to turn himſelf in that Diſtreſs of 
Affairs. Being involved in theſe Thoughts, he was 
ſuddenly animated to continue the Aſſault, by ſeeing 
the Engliſb Colours put forth at one of the leſſer 
Caſtles, which was juſt then entered by his Men.

To bring about this, therefore, he ordered ten or 
twelve Ladders to be made in all poſſible Haſte, ſo 
broad that three or four Men at once might aſcend 
by them. Theſe being finiſhed, he commanded all 
the religious Men and Women, whom he had taken 
Priſoners; to fix them againſt the Walls of the Caſtle; 


Thus much he had. before-hand threatened the 


Governor to perform, in Cate he delivered not the 
Caſtle, But the Anſwer of that gallant Commander 
was, That he would never ſurrender himſelf alive'. 
The Captain's Knowledge of the Superſtition of theſe 
People, furniſhed him with this fine Stratagem ; for 
he was perſuaded himſelf that the Governor would 
not employ his utmoſt Forces, ſeeing religi 
Women, and Eccleſiaſtical Perſon, expoſed in the 
Front of the Soldiers, to the greateſt ers. Thus 
the Ladders, as we have ſaid, were put into the Hands 
of religious Perſons of both Sexes; and theſe were 
forced, at the Head of the Companies, to raiſe and 


ply them to the Walls. However, Captain Morgan 


was * in his Judgment of this Deſign:

per of his Country, refuſed not, in Performance

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own Lives. But nothing could prevail with the Re- 
ſolution and F — vg had poſſeſſed the Go- 
vernor's Mind. Thus many of the religious Men 
and Nuns were 199 before * * a 
ders; which, at laſt, being done, though with great 
Loſs of their ſaid Brethren and Siſters, . the Pirates 
mounted in great Numbers, and with no leſs Valour; 
having Fire- balls in their Hands, and earthen Pots 
tull of Powder: All which Things, being now at the 
Jop of the Walls, they kindled, and in among 
The Effort of the Pirates was very bold and ſuc- 
ceſsful; inſomuch, that the Spaniards could no longer 
reſiſt nor defend the Caſtle, which was now entered: 
Whereupon, they all threw down their Arms, and 
craved Quarters. tor their Lives; only the Governor 
of the City would neither admit nor crave Mercy, 
but continued to kill many of the Pirates with his 
own Hands, and not a few of his own Soldiers, be- 
cauſe they did not ſtand to their Arms. And though 
the Pirates aſked him if he would have Quarters, yet 
he conſtantly anſwered, By no Means: I had rather 
die as 4 9 than be hanged as a Cow- 
© ard*. They endeavoured, as much as they could 
to take bim Prifener, but he defended himſelf fo 
obſtinately, that they were forced to kill him, not- 
8 all the Gries and Tears of his — Wife 

aughter, ing of him upon their Knees, to 
— — his Lie. When the Pi- 
rates had poſſeſſed themſelves of the Caſtle, which 
was about Night, they encloſed therein all the Pri- 
ſoners they had taken, placing the Men and Women 
by themſelves, with ſome Guards upon them. All 
the wounded were put into a certain Apartment by 
itſelf, to the Intent their own Complaints might be 
the Cure of their Diſeaſes; for no other was afforded 
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* Tuts being: done, they fell to eating: ind drinking, 

after their uſual Manner; bat! is to ſay, committin 
in both theſe” Things all Manner of Debauchery and 
Excefs. Theſe two Vices were immediately followed 
y inſolent * of Rape and Adultery, com- 
d RA n-abund ance of very honeſt Women, as 
well ag — 4s Virgins;. «who being threatned with 
the Sword, were conſtrained to ſubmit their Bodies 
to che Violenee of theſs wicked Men. Aſter fuch a 
Mafinef they? delivered" themſelves up to all Sorts of 
Debauchery of this Kind, that if there had been found 
only fifteen courageous Men, they might have retaken 
dee and Kiley all the Pirates. The next Day, ha- 
Ving f undered all they could find, they began to ex 
ine ſome of the Priforiers, She had been perſua- 
ded by their Companions to ſay they were the richeſt 
of the Fown ; charging them leverally, to diſcover 
where they had hid their Riches aid Goods, But 


not being abl&'to'extort'iany Thing out of them, as 


they were not the right Ferſons that poſſeſſed any 


Wealth, they at laſt reſolved to torture them. This 


they rformed with ſuch Cruelty, that man of them 
died upon the Rack, or preſentſy afterwards.” Soon 


after this the Prefidentof Hanama had News Ibecught 


him of the Pilllage and Ruin of Puerto Vale. This 
Intelligence cauſed him to employ alf his Care and 
Induſtry to raiſe Forces, with Deſign to purſue and 
caſt out the Pirates from thence. But theſe cared 
httle for what extraordinary Means 'the Preſident 
uſed, as having their Ships nigh at Hand, and being 
determined to ſet Fire to the City and:retreat: "Thi 
had how been at Puerto Velo fifteen Days, in which 
Space of Time they had loſt many. of their Men, 
both by the Unhealthineſs of the Country, and We 
extravagant Debaucheries they had committed. 
HerEUPON, they prepared for a Departure, chery- 
ing on board their Ships all the Pillage they had 
gotten. But above all, they provided the Fleet with 
ſufficient 
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ſafficient Victuals for the. Voyage; . While theſe 
Things were getting ready, Captain Morgan ſent an 
Inj . * to the Priſoners that they ſhould pay him 
a Ranſom for the City, or elſe, he would by Fire 
conſume it to Aſhes, and blow up all the Caſtles 
into the Air: Withal he commanded them to ſend 
ſpeedily. two Perſons, to ſeek and procure the Sum 
he demanded, which amounted to One Hundred 
Thouſand Pieces of Eight. To this Effect, two 
Men were ſent to the Governor of Panama, to give 
him an Account of all theſe Tragedies. The Pre 
ſident, having now a Body of Men in Readineſs, ſet 
forth immediately. for Puerto Velo, to encounter the 
Pirates beſore their Retreat: But theſe People hear- 
ing of his coming, inſtead of flying away, went to 
meet him in a narrow Paſſage, through which, of 
Neceſſity, he was to paſs. Here they placed an 
Hundred Men, "ay well armed, who, at the firſt 
Encounter, put to Flight a good Party of thoſe of 
Panama. This Accident obliged the Preſident to 
retire, for that Time, as not being yet in a Poſture 
of Strength to proceed any farther. Preſently after 
this Rencounter, he ſent,a Meſſage to Captain Mor- 
gan, to tell him, That in Caſe he departed not ſud- 
© denly, with all his Forces, from Puerto Vel, he 
«* ought to expect no Quarter for himſelf, nor his 
© Companions, when he ſhould take them, as he 
© hoped ſoon to do. Captain Morgan, who feared 
not his Threats, as knowing he had a ſecure Retreat 
in his Ships, Which were nigh at Hand, made him 
anſwer, That he would not deliver up the Caſtles, 
© before he had received the Contribution Money he 
had demanded; and in Caſe it was not paid down, 
he would certainly burn the whole City, and then 
leave it; demoliſhing befare-hand, the Caſtles, and 
killing the Priſoners.” © | 
Tux Governor of Panama perceived by this An- 
ſwer, that no Means would ſerve to ai the 
: Dd2 carts 
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Hearts of the Pirates, nor reduce them to Reaſon. 
Hereupon he determined to leave them; as alſo 
thoſe of the City, whom he came to relieve, involv- 
ed in the Difficulties of making the beſt Agreement 
| tier could with their Enemies. Thus, in a few 
ays more, the miſerable Citizens gathered the Con- 
tribution wherein they were fined ; and brought the 
entire Sum of One Hundred Thouſand Pieces of 
Eight to the Pirates, for a Ranſom out of the cruel 
Ca aptivity they were fallen int. 
FTER theſe Tranſactions, Captain Morgan ſet 
fail from Puerto Velo with all his Ships. With ith theſe 
he arrived in a few Days, at the Ifland of Cuba, 
where he ſought out a Place wherein with all Quiet 
and Rep ole, Ye might make the Dividend of the 
5 > he Shad otten. found in ready Money, 
o Hundred and Fifty Thouſand Pieces of Eight, 
befides Variety of Merchandizes ; ſuch as Cloth, 
Linen, Silks, and other Goods. With this rich Pur- 
Chaſe they failed again from thence to the common 
Place of ndezvouz, Jamaica. Bein ng, arrived there, 
they paſſed ſome Time in all Sorts Vices and De- 
bauche Ker Ar to their common Practice, ſpend- 
ing wi Prodigal 1 Tal, Tag dy 33 
no mal Lade Fob! Toil, Though 
came to the Poſſeſſion of it as aß as E 
| from it. 
Nor long after the Arrival of the Pirates at * 
maica, when they had ſtayed there e that ſhort, 
Time they heeded to laviſh away all the Riches above- 
mentioned, they concluded upon another Enterprize, 
wherein to ſeek new Fortunes; To this Effect the 
Captain gave Orders to all the Commanders of his 
Ships, to meet together at the South Iſland, called 
de la Vaca, or Cru. Ie, ſeated on the South Side of 
the Iſle of Hiſpaniola; as hath been mentioned above. 
As ſoon as they-came to this Place, there flocked to 
them great Numbers of other Pirates, both "__ 
an 


\ 
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and Engliſh, by Reaſon-the Name of Captain Mar- 
gun was now rendered famous in all the neighbour- 
ing Countries, for the great Enterprizes he had per - 
formed, There was at that preſent Time, at Ja- 
maica, an Engliſh Ship, newly come from Naw-Eng- 
land, well mounted with thirty-ſix Guns. This 
Veſſel, likewiſe, by Order of the Governor of Ja- 
maica, came to join with Morgan to ſtrengthen his 
Fleet, and gi „ N e Things 
of greater With this Supply, Cap- 
tain Aorgan-pudged himſelf ſufficiently ſtrong, as ha- 
ving the Addition of a Ship of ſuch Force; for it was 

y the greateſt in his Fleet. Notwithſtandi 
this, there being in the ſame Place anather great V 
ſel, that carried twenty-four Iron Guns, and-twelye 
of Braſs, belonging to the French, Captain Morgan, 
endeavered as much as he could, to join this Ship in 
like Manner to his own. But the French not daring * 

to repoſe and Truſt in the Engliſb, of whoſe Actions 
they were not a little jealous, denied abſalutely to 
conſent to any ſuch Thing. 

Tur French Pirates 2 to 3 Ship, 
had accidentally met at Sea an Engliſb Veſſel; and 
being then under an extreme Neceſſity of Victuals, 
ed had taken ſome 5 N the _— 

ip, without payi m; as having, perad- 
venture, no 1 on board : Only they had 
given them Bills of Exchange, for Jamaica and Tor- 
| Fuga, to receive Money there for what they had taken. 
Captain Morgan having Notice"of this Accident, and 
perceiving he could not prevail with the French Cap - 
tain to follow him in that Expedition, he reſolved ta 
lay hold on this Occaſion, as a Pretext to ruin the 
French, and ſeek his own Revenge, Hereupan, he 


invited, with a maſterly Diſſimulation, the French 
„ and ſeveral of his Men, to dine with 
him, on board the great Ship that was come from Ja. 
maica, as was ſaid before, Being come thither, — 
} m 
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made them all Priſoners,” pretending: the Injury be- 
ſore· mentioned done to the Engliſb Veſſel, in taking 
ſome few Proviſions W1 Pay. nao 14 
IIS unjuſt Action of Captain Morgan, was ſoon 
followed by divine Puniſhment, as we may very rati- 
onally conceive. The Manner we ſhall inſtantly 
relate} Preſently after he had taken the French Pri- 
ſoners aboveſaid, he called a Council, to deliberate 
what Place they ſhould firſt pitch upon, in the Courſe 
of this new Expedition. At this Council it was de- 
termined to go to the Ifle of Savona, there to wait the 
Nota, which was then expected from Spain, and take 
any of the Spaniſb Veſſels that might chance to ſtrag- 
from the reſt. This Reſolution being taken, 
began on board the great Ship to feaſt one an- 
other, for Joy of their new Voyage and happy Coun- 
cil, as they hoped it would prove. In Jeſtimony 
hereof, they drank many Healths, and diſcharged 
many Guns, as the common Sign of: Mirth among 
Seamen to be. Moſt of the Men being drunk, by 
what Accident is not known, the Ship ſuddenly was 
blown” up into the Air, with three Hundred and fifty 
Engliſhmen, beſides the French Priſoners above- men- 
tioned, that were in the Hold. Of all which Num- 
ber there eſcaped only thirty Men, who were in the 
great Cabbin, at ſome Diſtance from the main Force 
the Gunpowder. Many more, it is thought, 
might have eſcaped, had they not been ſo much over- 
in Wine. 16 279d aud e nb 
Ern Days after the Loſs of the ſaid Ship, Caps» 
tain. Morgan commanded the Bodies of the - miſerable 
Wretches, who were blown.-up, to be ſearched for; 
as they floated upon the Waters of the Sea; but not 
to give them Chriſtian Burial, but for. Sake of their 
Cloaths, Cc. If any had Gold Rings, upon their 
Fingem, they were cut off, and their Bodies left - td 
the Monſters of the Sea. At laſt they ſet ſail for the 
Ille of Savona, to the Place of Rendezvous, conſiſt.

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ing in all of fifteen Veſſels, carrying nine Hundred 
ſixty Men, Captain Morgan commandimg the bige 
geſt, having but fourteen In a few Days at- 
ter they arrihed at the Cabo c de Labes,'onthe Sraith 
Side of the Iſle of Hiſpaniola, between the Capes of 
Tuben and Punta! de Eſpada ; from hence they 
could not paſs, (there being contrary Winds for 
three Weeks) notwithſtanding alli the Endeavours 
Captain Morgan uſed. They doubled the Cape, 
and ſoon ſpoke with an Engliſb Veſſel, buying, tor 
ready Money, ſuch Proviſions they ſtood in Need of. 
Cara Morgan proceeded in the Courſe of his 
Voyage; till: he came to the Port of: Ocaa. Here he 
landed ſome of his Men, fending them into the 
Woods to ſeek Water, and what Proviſions they 
could find; the better to ſpare ſuch as he had already 
on board his Fleet. They killed many Beaſts, and 
among other Animals, many Horſes. But the Spa- 
niard not being well ſatisfied at their Hunting at- 
tempted to lay a Stratagem for the Pirates. Folthis 
Purpoſe, they ordered three or four Hundred Men to 
come from the City of Santa Dumingo, not far / diſ- 
tant from thĩs Port, deſiring them to meet tao hunt in 
all the Parts thereabouts adjoining to the Sea, tothe In- 
tent if any Pirates ſhould return, they ſhotlds find no 
Subſiſtance. Within a few Days the ſame Pirates 
returned, with Deſign to hunt; but, finding nothi 
to kill, about fifty of them ſtraggled farthet into the 
Woods. The Spumards, who watched their Mo- 
tions, gathered a great Herd of Cows, and ſet two or 
three Mien to keep them; which the Pirates eſpying, 
killed a ſufficient Number; and though the Spaniardi 
could ſee them at a Diſtance, yet they would not in- 
terrupt them for the preſent: But as ſoon as they at- 
tempted to carry them off, they ſet upon them with 
all imaginable Fury, crying, Mata, Mata; that is, 
Kill, Kill; obliging the Pirates to quit their Prey, 
and retreat to their Ships as faſt as they could. This 
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was performed in Order, retiring gradually;

Theſe Things being 4 — embark- 
ed again, to continue their Courſe towards Mara- - 
caibo : But the Waters were very low, ſo that they 
eauld not paſs a certain Bank that lies at the Entry 
n Lake. 2 — Wy were compelled to put

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themſelves into Canoes and ſmall Boats, with which 
they arrived the next Day before Maracaibo, having 
no other Defence but ſome ſmall Pieces, which they 
ran immediately to the Fort called de la Barra;

Inhabitants were fled before them into the Woods, 
leaving alſo the Town without any People, unleſs. a 
few miſerable poor Folk, who had nothing to loſe. 
As ſoon as they had entered the Town, the Pi- 
rates ſearched every Corner thereof, to ſes if they 
could find any People that were hidden, who might 
offend them at unawares. Not finding any Body, 
every. Party, according as they, came, out of their 4 
veral Ships, choſe what Houſes they pleaſed for them- 


ſelves, in the beſt Manner they could find. The 8 


Church was deputed for the common Corps de Garde, 
where they lived after a military Manner, commit- 
ting many inſolent Actions. The next Day after 
their Arrival, they ſent a Troop of one Hundred 
Men to ſeek for the Inhabitants and their Goods. 
Theſe returned the next Day following, bringing 
with them the Number of thirty Perſons, Men, Wo- 
men, and Children; and fifty Mules laden with ſe- 
veral Sorts of Merchandize. All theſe miſerable 
Priſoners were put to the Rack, to make them con- 
feſs where the reſt of the Inhabitants were, and their 
Goods. Amongſt other Tortures then uſed, one 
was to ſtretch their Limbs with.

Queſtions; he conſtantly made Anſwer, I knew no- 


thing, I know nothing. But they preſently put 
him to the Rack, and tortured him with» Cords 3 
which Forments forced him to cry out, Do not 
© torment me any more, but come with me, and I 
7 will ſnew you my Goods and my Riches . 
Tux were petſuaded, as it ſhould ſeem, that he 
was ſome rich Perfon, who had diſguiſed himſelf un- 
der thoſe poor Cloaths, and innocent Tongue. Here- 
upon, they went along with him; and he 


con- 
ducted them to a poor C „wherein he had a 


few Earthen Diſhes, and other Things of little or no 
Value; and amongſt theſe; three Pieces of Eight; 
which he had concealed, with ſome other Frumpery, 


under Ground. After this, they aſked him his Name, 


and he readily made Anſwer, My Name is Don 
Sebaſtian Sanchez, and T am Brother to the Gover - 
* nor of Maracaibo. This fooliſh Anſwer, it muſt 
be conceived, theſe Men, though ever ſo inhumane, 
took for a certain Truth. For no ſooner had they 


heard it, but they put him again upon the Rack, lifts 


ing him up high with Cords, and tying large Weights 
— his 22 Neck. Beſides hieh « cruel on 
ſtretching Forment, they burnt him alive, appl ing 
Palm-leaves burning to his Face. Under theſe Mi 

 eries he died in half an Hour. After his Death, they 
eut the Cords where with they had ſtretched him, and 
a ne og-? 1 dlragged 
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dragged him forth into the adjoining Woods, where 
Tux ſame Day they ſent out a Party of Pirates to 
ſeek the Inhabitants, upon whom they might emplo 

their inhuman Cruelties. Theſe brought back with 
them an honeſt Peaſant, with two 8 of his, 
whom they had taken Priſoners, and whom they in- 
tended to torture, as they uſed to do with others, in 
caſe they ſhewed not the Places where the Inhabi- 
tants had hid themſelves. - The Peaſant knew ſome 
of the ſaid Places, and, hereupon, ſeeing himſelf 
threatned with the Rack, went with the Pirates to 
ſhew them. But the Spaniards, — their E- 
nemies to range every where up and down the 
Woods, were ready fied from thence, much. farther 
off, into the thickeſt Part of the Woods, where they 
built themſelves Huts, to preſerve from the Violence 
of the Weather, thoſe few Goods they had taken 
with them. The Pirates judged themſelves to be de- 
ceived by the Peaſant; and, therefore, to revenge 
their Wrath upon him, notwithſtanding all the Ex- 


cuſes he could make, and his humble Supplications 
for his Life, they — * him upon a Tre. 
"AFTER this, they divided into ſeveral Parties, and 


went to ſearch the Plantations. For they knew the 
Spaniards that had hid themſelves, could not live up- 
on what they found in the Woods, without coming 
now and then to ſeek Proviſions at their on Coun- 
Houſes. Here found a certain Slave, to 
7 wn promiſed vpn of _— and that 
| wo ive him his Liberty, tranſportin 
. Yanks, if he would ſhe? be the Places 
where the Inhabitants of Gibralter lay hid. This 
Fellow conducted them to a Party of Spaniards, 
whom they inſtantly made all Priſoners, command- 
ing the ſaid Slave to kill ſome of them, before the 
Eyes of the reſt ; to the Intent, that by this perpe-

The Negroe, according to their 

Order, committed many Murders and bag Actions 

upon the 33 and followed the unfortunate 

N of the Pirates; who, after the Space of eight 

Days, returned to Gibralter, with many Priſoners, 

acl fond Mules laden with Riches, They examined 

every Priſoner by himſelf, (who were in all about 
two Hundred and fifty Perſons) where they had con- 

cealed the reſt of their Goods; and if they knew of 

their Fellow- Townſmen. Such as would not con- 

feſs were tormented after a moſt cruel and inhuman 

Manner. Among the reſt, there happened to be a 

certain Portugueſe, who, by the Information of a Ne- 

groe, Was reported, though falſly, to be very rich. 

This Man was commanded to produce his Riches; 

but his Anſwer was, that he had no more than one 

Hundred Pieces of Eight in the whole World, and 

that theſe had been ſtolen from him two Days before, 

by a Servant of his. Which Words, though he ſeal- 

ed them with many Oaths and Proteſtations, would 
not ſatisfy theſe W retches : Whereupon, they drag- 

him to the Rack, without any Regard to his 

ge, as being threeſcore Years old, ſtretched him 

with Cords, and broke both his Arms behind his 

Shoulders. 0 rele 

* THis Cruelty went not alone: For he not being 

able or willing to make any other Declaration than 

the above-ſaid, they put him to another Sort of Tor- 

ment, that was worſe, and more barbarous than the 

preceding. ha tied him with ſmall Cords, by his 
- two Thumbs and great Toes, to four Stakes that 

were fixed in the Ground, at a convenient Diſtance, 

the whole Weight of his Body being pendent in the 

Air upon thoſe n Then they thraſhed him, up- 
on the Cords, with great Sticks, and all their Strength, 5 
ſo that the Body of this miſerable Man was ready to 1 
periſh at every Stroke, under the Severity of thoſe hor- 
rible Pains. Not latisfied, as yet, with this cruel Tor-

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ns op k «Fr which wh ou to 
Hundred Pourids, and laid it upon his Belly, as they 
intended to preſs bim to Death. At which Lime 


—— kindled Palm · Leaves, and applied the Flame 


Face of this unfortunate Portugueſe, burning 
with them-4he whole Skin, Beard, and Hair. At 


ſt, theſe cruel Tyrants, ſeeing that neither with 


theſe Fortures, nor others, | they could get any 
Thing cut of him, they untied the Cords, and. car- 
ried him, being 12 half dead, to the Church, 
where was their Carps de Gundt. Here they tied him 
anew, to one of Pillars of the Place, leaving him in 
that Candition, without giw ing him any Thing to 

cat ar drink for ſome Days, unleſs very ſparingiy, 


Ard ſo little as would ſcarce ſuſtain Life. 


Fou or five Days being paſt, he deſired that one 
Ache Priſoners might have the Liberty to come to 
him, by-whoſe Means he promiſed to endeavour to 
raiſe: forne Money to ſatisfy their. Demands. The 


Priſoner whom he req was brought unto. him; 


and be ordered him to pramiſe the Pirates five Hun- 
dred Pieces of Eight for his Ranſom. But they were 


both deaf and obſtinate at ſuch a ſmall Sum, and, - 4 


ſtead! of accepting, it, beat him cruelly. with Cud 
ſaying to him, Old Fellow, _ of five 


dre, you miuft ſay five Hundred Thouſand Places 


© of Eight; otherwiſe you ſhall here end your Life.” 
Finally, after à thouſand Proteſtations that he was 
but à miſerable Man, and kept a poor Tavern for 


bis Living, he agreed with them for the Sum of One 
Tho Pieces of Eight. Theſe he raiſed in a few: 


Days, and having paid: them to the Pirates, got his 
Liberty; although fo horribly. maimed in his Body, 
that it is ſcarce 8 be believed he could r e | 
Weeks after. 

\SeveRAL other Tortures beſides theſe were exer- 


| ciſed upon others, which this Portugueſe endured not. 


Some were hanged up by their privy Members, — 
t 
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left in that Condition till they fell unto the Ground, 
their private Parts being torn from their Bodies, If 

after this they were minded to' ſhew themſelves mer- 
ciful to thoſe Wretches, thus lacerated in the moſt 
tender Parts: of theis Bodies, their M was to run 
them and through with their rds; and 
by this Means rid them ſoon of their Pains and 
Lives. Otherwiſe, if this were not done, uſed - - 
to lay four or five Days under the Agonies of Death. 
Others were crucined by theſe Tyrants, and with 
kindled Matches. were burnt between the Joints of 
their Fingers and Toes. Others had their Feet put 
into the Fire, and thus were left to be roaſted alive. 
At laft, having uſed both theſe and other Cruelties 
with the white Men, they began to practiſe the ſame 
aver again with the Negroes, their Slaves; who were 
treated with no lefs Inhumanity than-their Maſters. 
| AMoNG'theſe: Slaves was found one, who pro- 
miſed Capt. Morgan to conduct him to a certain River 
belonging to the Lake, where he ſhould find a Shi 
and four Boats, richly laden with Goods, belon ink 
to the Inhabitants of; Maracaibo. The ſame er 
diſcovered likewiſe the Place where the Governor of 
Gibraltar lay hid, together with the greateſt Part of 
the Women of the Town. But all this he revealed, 
purely on Account of the Menaces wherewith they | 
* threatned him, in caſo he told not what he knew. 
Carr ain Morgan preſently ſent away 200 Men in 
two great Boats, towards the above-mentioned River, 
to ſeek for what the Slave had diſcovered. But he 
himſelf, with 250 more, undertook to go and take 
the Governor. This Gentleman was retired to a 
ſmall Ifand, ſeated in the middle of the River, where 
he had built a little: Fort, after the beſt Manner he 
could for his Defence. But hearing that Captain 
Murgan came in Perſon with grew Forces to ſeek 
0 


him, he retired farther off, to the Top of a Mountain, 
not much diſtant from 71 Place; to which there 
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vas no Aſcent, but by a very narrow Paſſage. This 
Place was even fo r pretended 
to gain che Aſcent, muſt of Neceſſity cauſe his Men 
to paſs one by one. Capt. Morgan ſpent two Days 
before he could arrive at the little Iſland above men- 
tioned. From thence he deſigned to proceed to the 
Mountain where the Governor was poſted, had he 
not been told of the Impoſſibility he ſhould find in 
the Aſcent; not only from the Narrownels of the 
Paſſage that led to the Top, but alſo that the Go- 
vernor was very well provided with all Sorts of Ammu- 
nition. Beſides, by the heavy Rains which had fallen, 
all the Gunpowder and Ammunition belonging to 
[the Pirates was ſpoiled. By this Rain they had alſo 
loſt many of their Men, at the Paſſage over a River 
which was overflown. Here periſhe. likewiſe, ſome 
 _ " Women and Children, and many Mules laden with 
Plate, and other Goods; all which they had taken 
in the Fields from the fugitive. Inhabitants: So that 
all Things were in a very bad Condition with the 
Captain, and the Bodies of his Men were exceed- 
ingly harraſſed; whereby, if the Spantards at that 
Juncture of Lime had but had a Troop of fifty Men, 
armed with Pikes and Spears, they might have en- 
tirely deſtroyed the Pirates, without their being able 
tto make any Reſiſtance. But the Fears which the 
Spaniards had conceived from the Beginning, were fo 
great, that if they only heard the Leaves of the Trees 
move, they fancied the Pirates were at hand. Finally, 
Capt. Morgan, and his People, having ſometimes on 
this March waded up to their Middles in Water, for 
a Mile together, the greateſt Part of them at laſt 
eſcaped. But of the Women and Children, which 
they brought home Priſoners, the major Part died. 
* Tas twelve Days after they ſet forth te ſeek the 
Governor, they returned to Gibraltar with a great 
Number of Priſoners. Two Days after alſo arrived 
the two Boats, which went to the River, bringing 
1 1 with 
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with them four Boats and ſome Priſoners. But as 
to the greateſt Part of the Merchandizes in the Boats, 
the Spaniards had removed them, and they were not 
the. und., cn oft 1 n yard 

AFTER having been in Poſſeſſion of the Place five 
entire Weeks, and committed a great Number of 
Rapes, Murders, Robberies, and all Manner of 
Crimes, they concluded upon their Departure; but 
before this could be performed, for the laſt Proof of 
their Tyranny,” they gave Orders to ſome Priſoners 
to go forth into the Country, and collect a Ranſom 
for the Town, otherwiſe they would certainly burn 
every Houle to the Ground... / | 

HESE poor} afflicted miſerable Wretches went 
forth as they were ſent, and after they had ſearched 


* 


every Corner of the Fields and Woods, they re- 


turned to Captain Morgan, telling him, that 
had ſcarce been able to find any Body; but that 
unto ſuch as they had found, they had communi- 


cated his - Demands ; to which they received for 


Anſwer, that the See had prohibited their pay- 
ing any Ranſom for the Town upon any Conditions 
whatſoeyver: Yet, notwithſtanding any Prohibition 
to the contrary, they beſeech him to have a little 
Patience, and among themſelves they would collect 
to the Sum of Five Thouſand Pieces of Eight: And 
for the reſt, they would give him ſome of their own. 
Townſmen as Hoſtages, whom he might carry with 
him to Maracaibo, till ſuch Time as he had received 
full Satisfaction. 1 1 25 „T 
Carr. Morgan, having now been a long Time 
abſent from Maracaibo, and knowing the Spaniardt 
had had ſufficient "Time to fortify themſelves, -and- 
hinder, their Departure out of the Lake, granted 
them their Propoſition - above-mentioned: ; and, 
withal, made as much Haſte as he could to fer 
Things in order for his Departure, He gave Liberty 
to all the Priſoners, having, befgre-hand, put every 

one 
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one to the Ranſom, yet he detained all the Slaves 
with him. They delivered to him four Perſons, that 
2 for Hoſtages, till they could pay 
what Sum of Money more he was to receive from 
them: And they deſired to have the Slave of whom 
we made mention above, intending to-puniſh him ac- 
cording to his Deſerts. But Captain Aforgan would 
not deliver him, being perſuaded they would burn him 
alive. At laft they weighed Anchor, and ſet fail with 
all the Haſte they could, directing their Courſe to- 
wards Maracaibo. Here they arrrived in four Days, 
and found all Things in the fame Poſture they had 
left them in when they departed. Here they received 
from the Information of a poor diſtreſſed old Man, 
who was ſick, and whom alone they found in the 
Town, that three Spaniſh Men of War were arrived 
at the'Entry of the Lake, and there waited for the 
Return of the Pirates out of thoſe Parts. Moreover, 
that the Caſtle at the Entry thereof was again put 
into a good Poſture of Defence, being well provided 
with great Guns ant! Men, and all Sorts of Ammu- 
Tus Relation of the old Man could not chuſe 
but cauſe ſome Diſturbance in the Mind of Captain 
Morgan, Who was now careful how to get away 
through thoſe narrow Paſſages of the of the 
Lake. Hereupon he ſent one of his Boats, the fwift- 
eſt he had, to view the Entry, and ſee if Things 
were as they had been related. Ihe next Day the 
Boat came back, confirming what was faid, and aſ- 
— him they had viewed the Ships ſo nigh, that 
_ ad been in 2 the Shot they had 
made at them. Hereunto they added, that the big- 
geſt Ship was mounted with forty Guns, the ſecond 
with thirty, and the ſmalleſt with twenty-four. Theſe 
Forces were much beyond thoſe of Captain Morgan; 
and, conſequently, they cauſed a general Conſterna- 
ton among the Pirates, whoſe Ege Veſſel was 


not 
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not above fourteen ſmall Guns. Every one judged 
that Captain Adorgan defponded in his Mind, and 
and was deſtitute of all Manner of Hopes, conſidering 
the Difficulty of paſſing ſafely with his little Fleet 
amidſt thoſe great Ships and the Fort, and the Ne- 
ceſlity he was otherwiſe under of periſhing. How to 
eſcape any other Way than this, either by Sea or 
Land, they ſaw no Opportunity nor Convenience. 
Only they could have wiſhed - that thoſe three Ships 
had rather come over the Lake to ſeek them at Maru- 
caibo, than to remain at the Mouth of the Streights, 
where they were; for at that Paſſage they muſt of 
Neceſſity fear the Ruin of their Fleet, which conſiſt- 
ed only for the greateſt Part of Boats. 226 

HEREUPON, being neceſſitated to act as well as he 
could, Captain organ reſumed new Courage, and 
reſolved to ſhew himſelf, as yet undaunted with theſe 
Terrors. To this Intent, he boldly ſent a Spaniar# 
to the Admiral of thoſe three Ships, demanding of 
him a conſiderable Tribute or Ranſom, for not put- 
ting the City of Maracaibo to the Flames, This 
Man returned two Days after, bringing to Captain 
Morgan a Letter from the ſaid Admiral, whoſe Con: 
tents were as:followeth ; ** 


Hun underſtood by all our Friends and Neigh- 
bours, the unexpected News, that you have 
dared to attempt and commit Hoſtilities in the Coun- 
tries, Cities, 'T owns, and Villages, belonging to the 
Dominions of his Catholick Majeſty, my Sovereign 
Lord and Maſter, I let you underſtand by theſe Lines, 
that I am come to this Place, where I have put 
Things into a very good Poſture of Defence, and 
mounted again the Artillery which you had nailed 
arid diſmounted. © My Intent is, to diſpute with you 
four Paſſage out of the Lake, and purſue you every 
where, to the End you may fee the Performance of 
my Duty. Notwithſtanding, if you will be „

ted to ſurrender with Humility all the Treaſure you 
have taken, together with the Slaves, and all other 
Priſoners, I will let you freely paſs, without Trouble 
or Moleſtation; upon Condition that you retire 
Home preſently to your own Country.

As ſoon. as Captain Morgan had received this Let- 
ter, he called his Men together in the Market- place 
of Maracaibo; and after reading the Contents thereof,

ſurrender all they had purchaſed, to obtain their Li- 
erty, * fight like Men to keep what they were 


1 anſwered all unanimouſly, they had rather 
fight, and ſpill the laſt Drop of Blood they had in 
their Veins, than ſurrender ſo eaſily the Berg they 
Had gotten with ſo much Danger of their Lives. 

ws to Captain Morgan: Take you care for

Tuxsx Propofitions from the Pirates being under- 
derſtood by Don Alonſo, were inſtantly rejected; nei- 
ther would he hear a Word more of any Accommo- 
dation; but ſent back this Meſſage : * That in caſe 
they ſurrendered themſelves not voluntarily into his 
Hands, within the Space of two Days, under the 
Conditions he had offered them by his Letter, he 
< would immediately come and force them to do it'. 
No ſooner had Captain Morgan received this Meſ- 
ſage from Don Alon/o, than he put all Things in order 
to fight, refolving to get out of the Lake by main. 
Force, without ſurrenderin Thing. In the firſt 
Place, ——ů cs all — Saves and Priſoners to 
be tied and very well. After this, they gath- 
ered all the Pitch, Tar. and Brimſtone th 1 could 
find in the Town, therewith to prepare the Fire- ſhip 
above - mentioned. Likewiſe they made ſeveral In- 
ventions of Powder and Brimſtone, with 72 
tities of Palm- leaves, very well anointed with 
They covered alſo their counterfeit Canon very 
terouſly, laying under every Piece thereof many 
Pounds of Gunpowder.

Hulk was 
then above Water) ſet fire in like Manner to this 
Veſſel, to the end the Pirates might enjoy nothing of 
that Spoil. The firſt Ship being ſet on F ire, ſome of 
the Perſons that were in her ſwam towards the Shore. 
"Theſe the Pirates would have taken up in their Boats, 
but they would neither aſk nor admit of any Quarter ; 
chuſing rather to loſe their Lives, than receive them 
from the Hands of their Purſuers, for ſuch Reaſons 
as we ſhall relate hereafter. | 
Tux Pirates were fo extreamly elevated, by this 
 fignal Victory, obtained in fo ſhort a Time, and 
with fo great Inequality of Forces, that they con- 
ceived greater Pride in their Minds than they had be- 
fore ; and, thereupon, they all preſently ran aſhore, 
intending to take the Caſtle. This they found very 
well provided both with Men, great Canon, and 
Ammunition ; they having no other Arms than 
Muſkets, and a few Fire-balls in their Hands. Their

Thus they ſpent the reſt of the Day, firing at the 
Garriſon with their Maſked, Qu the Duſk of the Even- 
ng A at which Time they attempted to advance 

her the Walls, with Intent to throw in the Fi ire- 
be ls, But the Spaniard; reſolving to ſell their Lives 
as dear as they could, continued firing ſo furiouſly on 
them, that they 'rhought it not convenient to ap- 
pe any nearer, nor perſiſt any longer in the 

iſpute. 

Tus having experienced che e of the 
Enemy, and ſeeing upwards of thirty of their own 
Men already dead, and as many more wounded, 
th retired to their Ships, 

Tus Spantards believing the Pirates would return 
the next Day to renew the Attack, as alſo to make 
uſe of their own Canon a gainſt the Caſtle, laboured 

very hard all Night in digging down and making plain 
ſome little Hils and ſm egg Eminences, from whence 
the Caſtle might be offended. 

In the mean while Captain Morgan, with all his 
Fleet returned to Maracaibo, where he refitted the 

reat Ship he had taken of the three aforementioned, 
Rnd now being well accommodated, he choſe it for 
himſelf, giving his own Bottom to one of his Captains, 

AFTER he ſent again a Meſſenger to the Admiral, 
who was eſcaped on Shore, and got into the Caſtle, 
demanding of him a Ranſom for the Town of Mara- 
caibo, to preſerve it from Fire; which being denied, 


he threatned entirely to conſume and deſtroy it. The 


8 wow conſidering how unfortunate they had been 
ng with thoſe ade, and not knowing after 
5 5 anner to get rid of them, concluded among 
themſelves to pay the ſaid Ranſom, although Den 
[ay ot would not conſent to it. 
Hexkuro they ſent Captain Morgan to aſk what 
Sum he demanded. He anſwered them that he would 
have Thirty Thouſand 25 of , Lell. and five 
| Hundred 
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Hundred Beeves, to the Intent his Fleet might be 
well victualled with Fleſh. This Ranſom being 
paid, he promiſed them to give no farther Trouble to 
the Priſoners, nor to cauſe any Ruin or Damage to 
the Town. Finally, they agreed with him upon 
the Sum of Twenty Thouſand Pieces of Eight, be- 
ſides the five Hundred Beeves. | | 

Bur Captain Morgan would not deliver for that 
Preſent the Priſoners, as he had promiſed to do, by 
Reaſon he feared the Shot of the Artillery of the 
Caſtle, at his going out of the Lake. Hereupon, he 
told them he intended not to deliver them, till ſuch 

Time he was out of that Danger, hoping, by this 
Means to obtain a free Paſſage; and he told the 
Priſoners that it was neceſſary they ſhould agree with 
the Governor to open the Paſſage with Security for 
his Fleet, to which Point if he ſhould not conſent, he 
would certainly hang them all up in his Ships. 

AFTER this Warning, the Priſoners met together 
to agree upon the Perſons they ſhould depute to the 
ſaid Governor Don Alonſo : and they affigned ſome 
few among them for that Embaſſy. Theſe went to 
him, beſeeching and ſupplicating the Admiral that he 
would have Compaſſion and Pity on thoſe affiicted 
Priſoners, who were, as yet, together with their 
Wives and Children, in the Hands of Captain Mor- 
gan. And to this End he would be pleaſed to give 
his Word to let the whole Fleet of Pirates freely paſs 
without any Moleſtation. But Don Alſo gave them 
for Auſwer, a ſharp Reprehenſion of their Cowardice, 
telling them, If you had been as loyal to your King 
© in hindering the Entry of theſe Pirates, as I ſhall be 
© in oppoling their going out, you had never cauſed 
© theſe Troubles, neither to yourſelves, nor to our 
© wholeNation ; which hath ſuffered ſo much through 
your Puſillanimity. In a Word, I ſhall never grant 
© your Requeſt; but ſhall endeavour to maintain that

Ox 8 that preceded the Night wherein 
they determined to get forth, they embarked many of 
their Men in Canoes, and rowed towards the Shore, 
as if they intended to land them. Here they con- 
cealed themſelves under the Branches of Trees that 
hung over the Coaſt, for a while, till they had laid 
themſelves down along in the Boats. en the 
Canoes returned to the Ships, with only the Appear- 
- ance of two or three Men rowing them back, all the 
reſt being concealed at the Bottom of the Canoes. 
Thus much only could be perceived from the Caſtle; 
and this Action of landing of Men, for ſo we. may 
call it, was repeated that Day ſeveral Times, Here- 
by the Spaniards were brought into Perſuaſion. that 
the Pirates intended to force the Caſtle by ſcaling it, 
as ſoon as the Night ſhould come. This Fear cauſed 
chem to place molt of their-great Guns on that 79 
; WRIC!L 
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Which looks towards the Land, together with the 
main Force of their Arms, leaving the contrary Side, 
belonging to the Sea, almoſt deſtitute of Strength and 
Defence. 32 
Nich being come, they weighed Anchor, and 
by the Light of the Moon, without ſetting ſail, 
committed themſelves to the ebbing Tide, which 
gently brought them down the River, till they came 
near the Caſtle. Being now almoſt againſt it, th 
ſpread their Sails with all the Haſte they could — 
{bly make. The Spaniards perceiving them thus ta 
eſcape, tranſported, with all 85 , their Guns from 
the other Side of the Caſtle and began to fire fy« 
riouſly at the Pirates. But theſe having a favourable 
Wind, were paſt the Danger, before thoſe in the 
Caſtle could moleſt them: So that the Pirates loſt 
not any of their Men, nor received any Damage in 
their Ships. Being now out of the Reach of their 
Guns, Captain Morgan ſent a Canoe to the Caſtle 
with ſome of the Prifoners ; and the Governor 
thereof gave them a Boat that every one might re- 
turn to his own Houſe. Juſt as he departed, Captain 
Morgan ordered ſeven great Guns, with Bullets, ta 
be fired againſt the Caſtle, as it were to take his 
Leave of them. But they anſwered not fo much as 
with a Muſket Shot. 
Wurz Captain Morgan made his Fortune b 
illaging the Towns above-mentioned, many of hia 
Men left him, and took with them three of his Ships, 
with which they intended to have made their For- 
tunes; ſeeing, that whilſt they were under the Cap- 
tain, he reaped the chief Advantage from all their 
hazardous Enterprizes : Beſides, they found that the 
Captain's Intentions were to oppreſs them, and keep 
them entirely in Subjection to his own arbitrary 
Will. 
THrvs Capt. Morgan finding that he was become 
obnoxious to the greateſt Part of his Confederates, 
: | agreed 
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with as many as he could influence, to take 
two or three of the Ships, and ſteal privately off; 
ing them that they ſhould be able to make them 
flves Maſters of St. Catherine's, where they would 
fortify" themſelves. But in this they failed: And 
after performing ſo many ſtrange Exploits it ſeemed 
as if Judgment had overtaken them, for committing 
of ſo many unheard of 'Cruelties ; for juſt at this 
Juncture, a new Governor arrived at Jamaica, who 
brought Orders for the old Governor to be arreſted, 
and ſent Home' inſtantly, to give an Account for his 
having encouraged the wicked Outrages committed 
by the Pirates. 1 e IF | 
Tuis Step was taken by the Government, on re- 


ceiving freſh Complaints from the Court of Spain, 


that the Pirates were conſtantly ſupplied with Am- 
munition, and all Sorts of Neceſſaries from Jamaica, 
to enable them to commit Depradations upon the 
Ships and Settlements of his Catholick Majeſty, al- 
though a profound Peace ſubſiſted between the two 
Nations; and that at Jamaica the Pirates were per- 


mitted to come into the Port with the ſame Freedom 

as the trading Ships of any other Nation whatſoever. 
Ueow this Captain Morgan being conſcious of his 

Guilt, and hearing of the Vigilance and Severity of 


the new Governor, and the Meaſures he had taken 
to put a final Period to their Depradations, as alſo, 


that 2 great many of the Pirates were taken and exe- 


cuted, he thought it was high Time to make his 


- Eſcape, and provide for his own Safety; which he 
either effected, or, in attempting it loſt his Life, and 


was never heard of any more.

ND ARD LOW was born in V- 
1 i, and had his Education — 2 
* Nature ſeemed to have deſigned him for 
M. FX of a Pirate from his Childhood, for he very 
early began the Trade of Plundering, and 
was wont to raiſe Contributions among all the Boys 
of Weftminſter ; and, if — bold enough to 
refuſe it, a Battle was the ſequence ; but Lem 
was ſo hardy, as well as bold, that there was no 
getting the better of him, ſo that he robbed the Youths 
of their Farthings, with Impunity ; when he grew 
bigger, he took to gambling in a low Way, for it was 
commonly among the Foot-men in the Lobby of the

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7E anived the 25th of Su laſt, in — * 
with the Greentujch, at Juanna, an Iſland ay 
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dur Men, we found fourteen Pyrates, that came in 
their Canoes from the Mayotta, where the Pirate 
Ship to which they 72 viz. the Idian Queen, 
250 Tons, 28 Guns, and qo Men, commanded by 
Captain Oliver de la Bouthe, bound from the Guinea 
Coaſt to the Eaſt Ind es, had been bulged and loft. 
They faid they left the Captain and 40 of their Men, 
building a new Veſſel to proceed on their wicked 
Deſign. Captain Kirby and I concluded it might be 
of great Service to the Eat India Company to de- 
ſtroy ſuch a Neſt of Rogues, and were ready to fail 
for that Purpoſe on the 17th'of Auguſt, about Eight 
o'Clock in the Morning, where we diſcovered two 
Pirate Ships ſtanding into the Bay of Juama, one 
of 34 and the other of 30 Guns, © I immediately 
went on board the Greenwich, where they ſeemed. 
very diligent in Preparations for an Engagement, 
| ind I iel Captain Kirby, with mutual Promiſes of 

ſtanding by each other. I then unmoored, got un- 
der Sail, and brought two Boats a-head to row me 
cloſe to the Greemuich; but he being open to a Val- 
ley and a Breeze, made the beſt of his Way from 
me; which an O/tender in our Company, of 22 Guns, 
ſeeing, did the ſame, though the Gain had pro- 
miſed ſincerely to engage with us, and I believe would 
have been as good as his Word, if Captain Kirby 
had kept his. About half an Hour after Twelve, I 
called ſeveral Times to the Greenwich to bear down 
to our Aſſiſtance, and fired ſhot at him, but to no 
Purpoſe.

Ar this Town I heard, that the Pirates had offer- 
ed ten thouſand Dollars to the Country People to 
bring me in, which many of them would have ac- 
cepted, only they knew the King and all his chief 
People were in my Intereſt. Mean Time, I cauſed 
a Report to be ſpread, that'T was dead of my Wounds, 
which much abated their Fury. About ten Days 
after, being pretty well recovered, and hoping the 
Malice ad Rage of our Enemies were nigh over, 1 
began-to confider the diſmal Condition we were re- 
duced to; being in a Place where we had no Hopes 
of getting a Paſſage home, all of us in a Manner 
naked, not having Time to get off another Shirt, or 
a Pair of Shoes, than what we had on. 

HAviNG obtained Leave to go onboard thePirates, 
and gotten a Promiſe of Safety, ſeveral of the Chief 
of them knew me, and ſome of them had failed with 
me, which I found to be of great Advantage; be- 
cauſe, notwithſtanding their Promiſe, ſome of them 
would have cut me, and all that would not enter with 
them, to Pieces, had it not been for the chief Captain 
Edward England, and ſome others I knew. They 
talked of burning their Ships, which we had ſo en- 
tirely diſabled, as to be no farther uſeful to them, and 
fit the Caſſandra in her Room; but, in the End, I 
managed the Affair ſo well, that they made me a 
Preſent of the ſaid ſhattered Ship, which was Dutch 
built, and called the Fancy; her Burthen was about

ons of Water on board. After a Paſſage of forty; 
eight Days, I arrived here on the 29th of October, 
almoſt naked and ſtarved, having been reduced to a 
Pint of Water a Day, and almoſt in Deſpair of ever 
ſeeing Land, by reaſon; of the Calms we met with, 
between the Coaſts of Arabia and Aaolabar. —— 
We had in all thirteen Men killed, and twenty four 
wounded; and were told, we had. deſtroyed about 
Ninety or One Hundred of the Pirates. When they 
left us, they were about Three Hundred Whites, and 
Eighty Blacks, in both Ships. I am, perſuaded, had 
our Conſort, the Greemuich, dong his Duty, we had 
deſtroyed both of; them, and got 200, op. for our 
Owners and ſelves 3 whereas. the Loſs of the Ca 
ſandra may juſtly be imputed to his deſerting us. I. 
have delivered all the Bales that were given me into 
the Company's Warehouſe, for which the Governor 
and Council have ordered me a Reward. Our Go- 
vernor, Mr. Boon, who is extreme kind and civil, 
had ordered me home with this Pacquet; but Cap- 
tain ho had a prior Promiſe, being come in 
with the Fleet, goes in my Room. The Governor 
has promiſed me a Country Voyage to help to make

CArrALN Mackra certainly run a great Hazard in 
going on board the Pirate, and 2 quickly to re-

Mactru 
did what he could to ſoften this Beaſt, and plied him

CarTAIN England having fided ſo much to the 
Intereſt of Captain Mackra, was a Means of making 
dim fo many Enemies among the Crew; they think- 
ing ſuch good Ulage inconſiſtent with their Policy, 
becauſe it looked like procuring, Favour at the Ag- 
gravation of their Crimes; therefore, upon an Ima- 
gination or Report ſoon. after raiſed, that Captain

pany's Force, England was pulled out of his Govern- 
ment, and marooned with three more, on the Iſland 
of Mauritius, an Iſland, indeed, not to be complained 
of; had they accumulated any Wealth by their Vil- 
lanies, it would have aftorded ſome future comfort- 
able Proſpect, for it abounds with Fiſh, Deer, Hogs, 
and other Fleſh.

If it be in my Power, ſays. the 
Quarter- maſter, both Maſters and Officers of Ships 
ſhall. be carried with us for the future, only to

him for this. apy | 
Taxen they proceeded to Calicut, where they 
endeayoured to take a large Mooriſi Ship out of the 
Road, but was prevented by ſome Guns mounted on 
Shore, and diſcharged at them. Mr. Laſingby, who 
was one of Captain Mackra's Officers, and detained 
by them, was under the Deck at that Time, and 
commanded, both by the Captain and Quarter- 
maſter of the Pirates, to tend the Braces on the 
Booms, in Hopes, it was believed, that a. Shot would 
take him before he got clear. When he would have ex- 
cuſed himſelf, they threatned, on the leaft Neglect, to 
ſhoot him; at which, the other beginning to expoſ- 
tulate farther, and claim their Promiſe of putting, 
him on Shore, he got an unmerciful Beating from 
the Quarter-maſter ; Captain Taylor, who was now 
Succeſſor to England, and whoſe Privilege it was to uſe 
the Cudgel, being lame of his Hands, and unable, 
BEING arrived off Cachin, by a Fiſhing Canoe they 
ſent a Letter on Shore; and in the Afternoon, with 
the Sea Breeze, ran inte the Road and anchored, 


faluting 
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faluting the Fort with eleven Guns each Ship, and 
receiving the Return in an equal Number. This 
they looked upon as a good Omen of the welcome 
Reception they afterwards'found, for at Night there 
came on board a large Boat, deeply laden with freſh 
Proviſions and Liquors, and with it a Servant of a 
favourite Inhabitant, called Fohn Trumpet. He told 
them they muſt immediately weigh, and run'farther 
to the Southward, where they ſhould be ſupplied with 
all Things they wanted, whether naval Stores, or 
Proviſions. \ + | . 

WVIxN they had bim on board, they paid Mr. 
Trumpet to his Satisfaction; it was computed to the 
Sum of 6 or 70001. gave him three Cheers, eleven 
Guns each Ship, and throwed Ducatoons into his 
Boat by Handfuls, for the Boatmen to ſcramble for. 
FROM Cochin ſome: were for proceeding to Mada- 

aſcar directly; others thought it proper to cruize till 

— got a Store-ſhip. "Theſe latter being the Ma- 
jority, they plyed to the Southward ; and, after ſome 
Days, ſaw a Ship in Shore, which being to Wind- 
ward of them, they could not get nigh, till the Sea 
Wind and Night favouring, 3 ſeperated, one to 
the Northward, the other to the Southward, thinkin 
to encloſe her between. But, to their Aſtoniſhment, 
and contrary to Expectation, when Day broke, in- 
ſtead of the Chace, they found themſelves very near 
five Sail of tall Ships, who immdiately making a Sig- 
nal for the Pirates to bear down, put them in the ut- 
moſt Conſternation, particularly Taylor's Ship, be- 
cauſe their Conſort was ſo great a Diſtance from 
them, as at leaſt three Leagues to the Southward. 
However, they ſtood to one another, and joined, and 
then together made the beſt of their Way from the 
Fleet, which they judged to be commanded by Capt. 
Mactra, of ' whoſe Courage having had Experience, 
they were glad to ſhun-any farther Proofs of it. 

N three Hours Chace, none of the Fleet gaining

Tarts Danger eſcaped, they propoſed to ſpend their 


Chriflmas, which was the Chriſimas of 1720, in 


carouſing and Forgetfulneſs ; and, accordingly, they 


kept for three Days in 2 wanton and riotous Way, 


not only eating but waſting their freſh Proviſions in 


ſo wretched and inconſiderate a Manner, that, when 
they had agreed after this to proceed to Mauritius, 


they were in that Paſſage at the Allowance of a Bot- 
tle of Water per Diem, and not above two Pounds 
of Beef, and a ſmall Quantity of Rice, every Day, 
for ten Men. So that had it not been for the leaky 
Ship, they muſt moſt of them have periſhed ; but ſhe 
had a large Quantity of Arrack and Sugar on board. 
Ix this Condition they arrived at the Iſland of 


Mauritius, about the Middle of February, ſheathed 


refitted the Victory, and, on the 5th of April, 
this terrible Inſcription on one 
this Place the 5th of April, to 
go to Madagaſcar for Limes. This they did left 
any Viſits ſhould be paid in their Abſence, as it often 
happens to Lawyers and Men of Buſineſs. How- 
ever, they, did not ſail directly for Madagaſcar, but 
the Iſland Maſcarine, where, luckily as Rogues

Tux Pirates, I mean thoſe of the Caſſandra, nov 
Capt. Taylor, fitted up the Portuguefe Man of War, 
and reſolved upon another Voyage to the Indies, not- 
withſtanding the Riches they had heaped up; but, 
as they were preparing to ſail; they heard of the four 


Men of War coming aſter them into thoſe Seas; 


therefore, | they altered their Minds, failed for the 
Main of Africa, and put in a little Place called Dela- 
god, near the River de Sprritu Sancto, on the Coaſt of 


Monomgtapa, in twenty ſi Degrees South Latitude. 


They believed this to bela Place of Security, in Re- 
gard that the Squadron could not poſſibly get Intelli- 


nce of them, there being no Correſpondence over 


d, nor any Trade carried on by Sea, between 
that and the Cape where the Men of War were then 
ſuppoſed to be. The Pirates came too in the Even- 
ing, and were ſurprized with a few Shot from the 
Shore, not knowing of any Fortification or European 
Settlement in ae 2 of the World; ſo they an- 
chored at a Diſtance that Night. In the Morning 


they perceived a ſmall Fort of ſix Guns, whereupon 


they ran up to it, and battered it do on. 
Tus Fort was built and ſettled by 2 
W 1 5 411644 
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Iadia Company a few Months before, for what Pur- 
poſe I know not; they had left one Hundred and 
fifty Men upon the Place, who were then dwindled 
to a third Part by Sickneſs and Caſualties, and never 
after received any Relief or Neceſſaries; ſo that ſix- 
teen of thoſe that were left, upon their humble Peri- 
tion, were admitted on board the Pirates, and all the 
reſt would have had the ſame Favour, (they faid) had 
they been any other than Dutch. I mention this as 
an — of the Pirates Ingratitude, who had been 
ſo much obliged to their Countrymen for Support. 
But Rogues ſeldom love one another, though their 
Intereſt often unites them. 

HERE they ſtaid above four Months, carreened 
both their Ships, and took their Diverſions with Se- 
curity, till they had expended all their Proviſions; 
then they put to Sea, leaving conſiderable Quanti- 
ties of Muſlins, Chintzes, and ſuch like Goods be- 
hind, to the half ſtarved Dutchmen, which enabled 
them to make good Pennyworths to the next that 
came, with whom they bartered for Proviſions, at 
the Rate of three Farthings an Engliſb Yard. 

THEY left Delagea about the latter End of De- 
cember, 1722, but not agreeing whither, or how to 
proceed, they concluded to part; ſo thoſe who were 
for continuing that Sort of Life, went on board the 
Portugueſe Prize, and ſteered to Madagaſcar to their 
Friends, with whom J hear they are now ſettled; and 
the reſt took the Caſſandra and ſailed to the Spaniſh 
Mat Indies. The Mermaid Man of War happening 
then to be down on the Main with a Convoy, about 
thirty Leagues from theſe Pirates, would have gone 
and attacked them, but, on a Conſultation ot the 
Maſters, whoſe Safety he was particularly to regard, 
they agreed their own Protection was of more Service 
than deſtroying the Pirate, and ſo the Commander 
was unwillingly with-held. He diſpatched a Sloop to 
Jamaica with the News, which brought down the 
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Lancgſton, only a Day or two too late, having 
Juſt before he . with all — Riches, 
to the Governor of Porto Bello. e 
Hxxx they fat down to ſpend the Fruits of their 
diſhoneſt Induſtry, dividing the Spoil and Plunder 
of other Nations among themſelves, without the leaſt 
Remorſe or - Compunction ; ſatisfying their Con- 
ſciences with this Salvo, That ot er People would 
© have done as much, had they the like Opportunity. 
We cannot ſay, but if they had known what was 
doing in England, at the fame Time, by the South- 
Sea Directors, they would certainly have had 
this Reflection for their Conſolation, viz. That 
© whatever Robberies they had committed, they might 


be pretty ſure they were not the greateſt Villains 


then living in the World”. 

Ir is a difficult Matter to make a Computation of 
the Miſchief that was done by this Crew, in about 
five Years Time, which amounted to much more 
than the Plunder they gained ; for they often ſunk or 
burnt the Veſſel they took, as it ſuited their Circum- 
ſtances. + | 

- SINCE their Surrender to the Spaniards, I am in- 
formed ſeveral of them have left the Place, and diſ- 
perſed themſeves elſewhere.

Nor were 
the Crowds of People that thronged to Newgate up- 
on this Occaſion, made up of the Dregs of the Peo- 
ple only, for then there would have been no Won - 
der; but, inſtead of that, he was viſited by Perſons 
of the firſt Diſtinction, and not a fe even digni 
with Titles. It is certain that the Noiſe made about 
him, and this Curioſity of Perſons of ſo high a Rank, 
was a very great Misfortune to the poor Wretch 
himſelf; ho, from theſe Circumſtances, began to 
conceive grand Ideas of himſelf, as well as ſtrong 
Hopes of Pardon; which encouraged him to play 
over all his Airs, and divert as many as thought it 
worth their while, by their Preſence, to prevent a 
dying Man from conſidering of his latter End.

ot no Receivers to be met with; thoſe that ſtill car - 
ried on the Trade, taking exorbitant Sums for their 
oyn Proßit, and leaving thoſe who had run the 
Hazard of their Necks in obtaining them, the leaſt 
Share of the Plunder. This had like to have hrpuglu 
the thieving Trade to nought; but Jonathan quichly 
put Things again in Order, and gaye ne Life ta the 
ractitioners in the ſeyeral — Realing.\Fhe 
Method he took was this : Tis" * 0 nie 
As ſoon !as any conſiderable Robbery was com- 
mitted, and Jonathan received Intelligence by whon 
he immediately went to the Thieves, and enquir 
how: the Thing was done, where the Perſons-live 
who were injured, and what the Booty conſiſted in 
that was taken away: Then pretending to chide 
them for their Wickedneſs, and exhorting them to 
live honeſtly for the future, he gave it them as his Ad- 
vice, to lodge what they had taken in a proper Place 
which he appointed, * promiſed to take ſome Mea- 
ſures for their Security, by getting the People to give 
them ſomewhat to have thelr Goods, reſtored, them 
again. Having thus wheedled thoſe who had com- 
mitted a Robbery into a Compliance with his Mea - 
ſures; his next Buſineſs was to divide the Goods into 
ſeveral Parcels, and cauſe them to be ſent to different 
Places, always avoiding taking them into his own 
Hands. Things being in chis Poſition, Jonathan 
and Mrs. Milliner went to the Perſons who were rob 
bed, and after condoling the Misfortune, pretended 
that they had ſame Acquaintanee with a Broker, to

Wich 
reels Jonathan, ontrivance placed him in 
Safety from or — — then in being, ſo that in a 
ſhort Time he ag nos give himſelf out for a Perſon 
who made it his Buſineſs to procure ſtolen Goods to 
their right Owners. When he firſt did this he acted 
with ſo mach Art, that he acquired a very great Re- 
putation, not only from thoſe who dealt with him, 
Var evenfrom People of higher Station, who obſerving 
the Induftry with which he proſecuted Malefactors, 
took him for a Friend of Juſtice, and asſuch, afford- | 
18 him Countenance. Certain it is cm he brought 
more 
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more Villains to the Gallows than perhaps any Man 
ever did, and ſo ſenſible was he of the Neceſſity there 
was for him to act in this Manner, that he conſtantly 
bung up two or three of his Clients, in a Twelve- 
month, that he might keep up that Character to which 
he attained; and ſo indefatigable was he in thePurſuit - 
of thoſe he endeavoured to apprehend, that in all his 
Courſe of acting, never ſo much as one ſingle Man, 

HEN this Practice of Jonathan's became noted, 
it produced not only much Diſcourſe, but ſome En- 
quiries into his Behaviour. Jonathan foreſaw this, 
and in order to evade any ill Conſequence, he put on 
upon ſuch Occaſions an Air of Gravity, and com- 


ined of the evil Diſpoſition, of the Times, which 


would not permit a Man to ſerve his Neighbours and 
his Country without Cenſure. For do not I, quoth 
© he, do the greateſt Good, when I perſuade People 
< who have deprived others of their Properties, to re- 
© ſtore them again for a xcaſonable Conſideration : 
„And the Villains whom I have brought to. ſuffer 
© Puniſhment, do not their Deaths ſhew how much 
IUſe I am of to the Country? Why then ſhould 
People aſpeyſe me? Beſides, theſe Profeſſions. of 
Honeſty, two great Things there were which contri- 
buted to his Preſervation, and they were theſe. Firſt, 
the great Readineſs the Government always ſhews in 
dere ng Perſons guilty of gapital Cifences ; in which 
Caſe. it is common to offer not only Pardon, but Re- 
wards to Perſons guilty, provided they make Diſco- 
veries ; and this Jonathan was ſo ſenſible of, that he 
did not only ſcreen himſelf behind the Lenity of the 
ſupreme Power, but made uſe of it alſo as a Sort of 
Authority, taking upon him, as it were, the Charac- 
ter of a Miniſter of Juſtice; which, however ill 
ee SEues of great Advantage to him in the 
Courſe of his Life. The other Point, which con- 
ttibuted to keep him free from Proſecutions, was the 
. : Si2 N Freat 
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Willingneſs of People who had been robbed, 
— their e ſo that, provided for a ſmall 
1 regain Things very conſiderable, 
they were ſo far Aotitaking Pains to bring the O5 
fenders to Juſtice, that they thought the Premium a 
Cheap Price to get off. This by the Ri of the 
Magiſtrate, and the Lenity of t 80 biel. Yonathan 
claimed conſtant 3 and, Sootting as as 
the Caſe required, the poor Thieves were either 
truſſed up to ſatisfy the Juſt Vengeance of the one, or 
Protected and encouraged to fatisfy the Demands of 
the other. Perhaps in all Hiſtories there is not an 
Inſtance of a Man, who thus openly dallied with the 
Laws, and played even with capital Puniſhment. If 
any Title can be deviſed ſuitable to Jonarbun s Cha- 
radter, it muſt be that of DiRECToR GENERAL. 1 
the united Forces 'of Highwaymen, Houſe-breaters,' 
Foot. pad, Pick-pockets, and private Thigves." Noir 
the Maxims by which he ſupported himſelf in this 
dangerous'Capacity,'were theſe, In the firſt Place 
he continually exhorted the Plunderers to let him 
know punctually what Goods they at any Time 
took; by which oats he bad it in his Power to 
ve a direct Anſwer to thoſe Who came to 
nquiries. If they complied faithfully with his In- 
ſtructions, he was a certain Protector 2 all Occaſi- 
ons, and ſometimes had Intereſt enough to procure 
ther Liberty when apprehended. But if they pre- 
tended to become independent, and deſpiſe his bie. 
or if they threw: out any threatning Speeches a 
their Compani ons, or grumbled at the Compo — | 
92 for them, in Rack Cad Caſes as theſe, Wild took the 
ore Ge ting them into the Informati- 
8 Abe ; of the firſt freſh Fact 
— he immechately ſet out to apprehend 
c, a Nou 1 indefatigably therein, that 
they nevet eſcaped Him. Thus he not only procur-

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tunity of pretending, that he not only reſtored Goods 
to the right Owners, but alſo apprehended the Thief 
as often às it was in his Power. In thoſe Parts of 
his Buſineſs which were moſt hazardous, Mild made 
the People themſelves take the firſt Steps, by pub- 
liſhing Advertiſements of Things loſt, and directing 
them to be brought to Mr. id, who was impow- 
ered to receive them, and pay ſuch a Reward as the 
Perſon that loſt them thought fit to offer. Will in 
this Capacity appeared no otherwiſe than as a Perſon 
on whoſe Honour the injured People could rely. 
After he had gone on in this Trade for about ten Vears, 
with Succeſs, he began to lay aſide much of his for- 
mer Caution, taking a larger Houſe in the great Old 
Bailey tlian that in which he formerly lived, giving 
the Woman, whom he called his Wife, abundance 
of fine Things, and keeping an open Office for the 
_ reſtoring of ſtolen Goods. His Fame at laſt came to 
that Height, that Perſons of the higheſt Quality 
would condeſcend to make uſe of his Abilities, when 
at any Inſtallation, publick Entry, or ſome other 
at Solemnity, they had the Misfortune of loofing 
their Watches, Jewels, or other Things, of real or 
imaginary Value. But as his Method of treating 
thoſe who applied to him for his Aſſiſtance has been 
miſrepreſented, we ſhall next give an exact and im- 
ial Account thereof. | 5 
Id the firſt Place, when a Perſon was introduced 
to Mr. Wild's Office, it was hinted to him, that a 
Crown muſt be depoſited, by Way of Fee, for his 
Advice. When this was complied with, a lar 
Book was brought out; then the Loſer was exami- 
ned, with much Formality, as to the Time, Place, 
and Manner, wherein the Goods became miſſing; 
and then was diſmiſſed, with a Promiſe of careful 
Enquiries being made, and of hearing more concern- 
ing them in a Day or two. Wild had not the leaſt 
Occaſion for theſe Queries, but to amuſe the Perſons 
he 
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be aſked, for he knew beforehand all the Circum- 
ſtances of the Robbery much better than they did; 
2 had the very Goods in his Houſe when 
the Folks came firſt to enquire for them. When, ac- 
_ cording to his Appointment, the Enquirer came the 
ſecond Time, Jenathan took Care, by a new Scheme, 
to amuſe him: He was told that Mr. Wild had in- 
deed made Enquiries, but was very ſorry to commu- 
nicate the Event of them; for the Thief, who was a 
bold impudent Fellow, rejected with Scorn the Offer , 
which had been made him, pretending he could ſell 
the Goods at a double Price; and in ſhort, would 
not hear a Word of Reſtitution, unleſs upon better 
Terms. Buß ſays Jonathan, if I can but come to 
* the Speech of him, I do not doubt of bringing him 
© to Reaſon.“ At length, after one or two more At- 
tendances, Mr. Mild gave the definitive Anſwer, 
© That provided no Queſtions were aſked, and you 
© gave ſo much Money to the Porter who brought 
them, you might have your Things returned at ſuch 
an Hour precilely.” This was tranſacted with an 
outward Appearance of Friendſhip on his Side, and 
with great ſeeming Frankneſs and Generoſity; but, 
when you came to the laſt Article, viz. What Mr. 
Mild expected for his Trouble, then an Air of Cold- 
neſs was put on, and he anſwered with equal Pride 
and Indifference, © That what he did was purely 
from a Principle of doing Good; as for a Gratuity 
for the Trouble he had _— he left it totally to 
yourſelf, you might do in it what you thought fit. 
And even when Money was preſented to him, he re- 
ceived it with the ſame negligent Grace, always put- 
ting * in Mind, that it was your own Act, and 
that he took it as a great Favour, and not as a Re- 
ward. "gp 
Tuus by this Dexterity in his Management, he 
fenced himſelf againſt the Rigour of the — in the 
mid of theſe. notorious Tranſgreſſions of it: For 


what 
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hat could be imputed to Mr. Wild? He neither 
ſaw the Thief who took away the Goods, nor re- 
ceived them after they were taken : The Method he 
purſued was neither diſhoneſt nor illegal, if 
would believe his Account of it, and no 0 
his Account of it could be gotten. Had he continued 
fatisfied with this Way of dealing, in all Probability 
de might have gone to his Grave in Peace: But he 
was greedy, and inſtead of keeping conſtant to 
this Fo Method, came at laſt to take the Goods 
into his own Cuſtody, giving thoſe that ſtole them 
what he thought proper, and then making | ſuch a 
Bargain with the Loſer as he was able to bring him 
up to, ſending the Porter himſelf, and taking with- 
out Ceremony whatever Money had been given him. 
But as this ha only in the two laſt Years of 
dis Life, it is Fe hbuld give ſome Inſtances of his 
Behaviour before.

__ A GenTLEMAN who dealt in Silks near Covent-

him no further Miſchief, but they did not behave in 
the ſame Manner long, for their next Attempt was 
upon a Widow Gentlewoman that lived at Loughton, 
which was a Scheme of Turpin's; for he acquainted 
the Gang, that he knew an old Woman at Loughton, 
that he was ſure had ſeven or eight Hundred Pounds 
by her. Accordingly the Time was fixt for the En- 
terprize ; and they all ſet out; when they got to 
Loughton, it was agreed that ///heeler ſhould knock 
at the Door, which ſo ſoon as he had done, Turpin 
and his Companions all ruſhed in, and the firſt Thing 
they did, was to bind the old Lady, her Son, her 
Man and Maid; then Turpin began to examine her 
where her Money and Effects were hid; telling her 
at the fame Time, that he knew ſhe had Money, 
| for have it they would: The old Gentlewoman being 
very loth to part with her Money, perſiſted in it ſhe 
had none. Upon which ſome of the Crew were in- 

- Elinable to believe her, and were ſorry for their Diſ- 
appointment, but Turpin inſiſting ſhe had Money, at 
laſt cried, * You old B-——h, if you won't tell us, 
© F' ſet your bare A—lſe on the Grate.” She for all 
that imagining he meant only to threaten her, re- 
mained ſilent, and even ſuffered herſelf to be ſerv'd as 

be had declared he would ſerve her, and endured it 
for ſome Time, till the An at laſt forc'd her to 
diſcover : which when ſhe had done, they took her 
off the Grates and robbed her of upwards of four 
hundred Pounds.

O Saturday the 11th of 1735, about

Kent, and knocked at the Door, enquired if Mr. 
Saunders was at home ? Being anſwered he was, the 
Door being opened, they all ruſhed in, went directly 
to the Parlour, where Mr. Saunders, his Wife, and 
ſome Friends were at 'Cards ; they defired them -not 
to be frightened, for that they would not hurt their 
Perſons, if they ſat ſtill, and made no Diſturbance. 
The firſt Thing they laid Hands on was a Silver 
Snuff - box, which laid upon the Table before them, 
and having ſecured the reſt of the Company, obliged 
Mr. Saunders to go about the Houfe with them, and 
open his Cloſets, and Boxes, and Eſcrutore, from 
whence they took upwards of One Hundred Pounds 
in Money, and all the Plate in the Houſe, a Velvet 
Hood, Manteel, and other Things.

 _  each»to drink a Dram af Brandy; Mrs. Saunders 
fainting away with the Fright, they got her a Glaſs 
of Water, and put ſome Drops in it, and gave her, 


and were very careful to recover her from her Fright.

THr1s Gang was then broke, and Turpin quite 
left to himſelf, he took a Reſolution to be concerned 
in no other Gang, but to 5e towards Cambridge, 
which he thought would be the beſt Way, as he was 
not known in that County.

Bur before he reached his Journey's End, the 
following odd Encounter got him his beſt Comp- 
panion, as he has often declared. King, the High- 
wayman, Who had been towards Cambridge on the 
ſame Account, was cg back to London.

Dog 
eat Dog — Come, Come, Brother Turpin, if jou do 
not know me, I know. you, and ſball be glad of your 
Company. After mutual Aſſurance of Fidelity to each 
other, and that nothing ſhould part them but Death, 
they agreed to go together upon ſome gr 0: and 

met with a ſmall Booty that very Day, after which 
they continued together, committing divers Robbe- 
'ries for near three Years, till King was ſhot. 

King being well known about the Country, as 
Turpin likewiſe was, inſomuch that no Houſe would 
entertain them, they then formed a Deſign of making 
a Cave, and to that Purpoſe pitched upon a Place

He made his Journey by Lincolnſhire, where he re-
